As the proverb 
has it, ** A burnt child dreads the fire,” bur this 
method is ineffectual if made the only or chief 
instrumentality, for the soul is a magazine of 
ions, ignited every hour by contact with the 
world, and all such restraints as eaucators are 
of about as much use as placing a stove on a 
keg of powder and then flattering yourself that 
there will be no expiovion. 

A fiberal and comprehensive education! Let 
us take these words io their highest possible 
meaning, and if you nnderstand by them educa- 
tion m intellectual krowledee, rt is sufficient to 
oppose to the declaration-that emch education 
ean reform the heart and purify society, a truth

We find here promises of 
complete deliverance, so that, whether the Bible 
remedy be effectual or not, its claim is bold and 
unequivocal that, through its proclamation and 
the use of the means wuich it lays clearly down 
sin shall disappear from the earth, all hearts shall 
be purified, and righteousness and peace shall 
kisseach other, and bolivess unio the Lord 
shall be stamped on every soul volition, and be 
the language of every word avdact. lam not 
saying that Christianity can do this mighty work, 
but what I say is, that it claims tobe able, and 
it also aflirms that this perfect rimhteousness 
is to be the final mijlenglum consummation of 
its mission in the world. 

And how is this stupendous work, which has 
baffled all human efforts, to be accomplished by 
the intervention of God’s omnipotence? But 
is this intervention reasonable? I answer, if 
He is God, He is omnipotent, and able, therefore, 
to control the forces of matter and mind, able 
to chain the forces of sin which have existence 
only by His ission, able to command the 
rage of devils as well as the waves of the sea, 
‘*Thus far shait thou come, but no farther, 
and here shall thy proud course be stayed.” 
He who taketh up the isles as a very little thing, 
who weigheth the mountaivs in scales and the 

in a balance, can destroy the devil end 
break his dominion to pieces as a potter’s verse), 

Again it ig reasonable ta suppose that God has 
an infinite interest in the wor, of His hands, and 
that having created this world He will care for 
it, and, having created man in His own{image, He 
will cate for man with a peculiar intoress, and will 
pot see him ruin his soul of priceless worth 
without putting forth émnipotence to save bim 
and repair the ruin which sin has made. Again, 
if God loves man aga father loves a child, then 
we have infinite love added to omnipotence, and 
the interest of the Creator; and hence the sup- 
position that a loving God will permit His sin- 
ning children to perish im sin without seeking 
their salvation, is most unreasonable; and, in 
proof of this,we have the thrilling fact of history 
that, before the birth of Jesus Christ, not only 
patriarchs and prophets, but heathen phiioso- 
phers and burdened souls, for centuries were 
looking and sighing for this Almighty interven- 
tion to repair the ruin of sin, and break ite do- 
minion over the soul. Now, the Bible is (n per- 
fect harmony with the conclusions of a sound 
reason when it declares that God has thus 

ut forth His sovereign power to save. 
ta first revelation is, “I am God Almighty.” 
Its second revelation is God Jehovah, covenant- 
keeping. Its third revelation is God a Father, 
caring for His children, patient, long-suffering, 
forgiving transgression and sin. Its last and 
most glorious revelation is Immanuel Savior, 
dying im the sinner’s place, giving a death-biow 
to Satan, breaking tho bars of the tomb, and 
going forth at the head of ilis Caurch W con- 
quer and to make this earth beautiful with the 
plants of righteousness. 

Bat how does God promise to purify the beart 
and redeem a lost world? By His Holy Spirit 
convincivpg, convertmg, guiding, sanctifying. 
**] will pour out mv spirit upon all flesh,” was 
His promise through the mouth of the prophet. 
But, interrupts the skeptic, *‘ I do not believe in 
these spiritual avgienings! I believe in what I 
can see and annie.” No! You do not. 
You believe every day and hour in 
what you cannot see and handle. You 
believe in the force of gravitation, but you have 
never seen it,—only iis effects. You believe in 
the electric current Which bears your message in 
a second over thousands of miles, and beneath 
the mighty ocean, but you cannot see it, you see 
only a voiceless, sieader wire, but you receive 
an answer to your message. lou believe in the 
power of electricity. You believe in the 
existence of your own sonl, but it is 
spiritual and invisible to the cye, and intanei- 
bie to the touch of flesh. Does God 
send down rain and snow upon the natural 
world, awakeuing life, and warmth, and fruitful- 
ness in what was the sterile, frozen earth? Cer- 
tainly He does. Well, there is a epiritua!l world, 
the buman soul, and it is dead to eternal reali- 
ties, blad to the ruin and guilt of sin, and cold 
to the love of God, and has God no power to re- 
vive the spiritual as He does the natural world, 
—no mercy drops, no seedsof divine and 
Semana truth? We should suppose that 

e could, if we had no Bible, and we know that 
He does, for we have a Bible whichi was writts 
by our Fatherin Heaven. In this Bibie we have 

the promise of the gift of the Holy Spirit, whose 
mission is to open blind eyes tothe realities of 
Eternity, with its two worlds, to convict men of 
sin and its certain and eternal ruin, to lead 
them to true pemtence, to create in 
them clean hearts and- right spirits, a 
miracle of creation more sublime than 
that of the calling this universe into being; 
@ recreation of holy principles, and motives, aad 
desires, so that the spiritual sight is restored, a 
new love is implanted down deeper than all hu- 
man loves,anew passion deeper than sinful 
passions, and the individual will, which was be- 
fore chained to the chariot wheels of aelf, 
becomes a@ happy servant and bondsman 
of God's eweet will, and thus, by tho 
power of this new spiritual vision, new affec- 
tions, pew princip'*s, new and divine purposes, 
the feet which wo.» slipping faster and faster 
down ta perdition ircad witha joyful step the 
path of righteousness, and the soul thus quick- 
ened and purified puts on, day by day, more and 
more perfectly the New Man whose life is hid 
with Christ in God. 

This is the promise of the Bible, and is it not 
a glorious promise? Can any one, evenif noia 
Christian, failto rejoicein this stepping in of 
God Almighty amidsé the poor slaves to sin. bur- 
dened and heavy iaden, and putiing forth His 
Almighty power tosave? So glorious was this 
work (bat Jesus Himself said to His disciple 
“It is expedient for you that I go away, for if 
go not away, the Spirit will not come unto you.” 
And while His life on earth was a beautiful 
model of holy character, yet the model 
could not create in the sinner’s heart a likeness 
to ita beauty; aud so a present Holy Spirit was 
better for the disciples and the world than a 
present incarnate Carist. With the ascension of 
our Lord came the promised outpouring of the 
Holy Spirit, and the stupendous miracle followed 
of 3,000 men and women of many distinct 
pationalities changed in an hour from lovers of 
sin and its slaves, to lovers of God and freemen 
in Hig truth and love. It was not an 
intellectual change, nor a change of feeling 
caused by a temporary emotional excitement; it 
was a deep, fundamental transformation by the 
power of the Holy Spirit; they were born again 
into newness of life, and these 3,000 scattered 
abroad iy iy, lo the world were everywhere 
witnesses for Jesus, and Him crucitied, not only 
or chiefly by their preaching, but by their lives 
of spirituality, and of growing holiness, and un- 
selfish love. In them the life of Jesus, their 
Masier, was reproduced, and the reality of 
sovereign grace was displayed iy their victories 
over the sins, which before had conquered them. 
Had those 3,000 been simply won over to a an in- 
tellectual allegiance to @ new religion (a phe- 
nomenon even then as regards numbers utter! 
marvelleus), bow will you explain the rapid cana 
of Christianity, its power to shake even the Ro- 
man throne and its wouderful fascination, which 
even the faggot and the biock could 
not dispel? Christianity spraig in an 
hour from infancy to strength apd dominion 
because God wag in it, its life and head. And 
this Christianity has been a blessing to the world 
wherever ite divine feet have pressed ihe thresh- 
old of fthe sinner’s ‘heart, and wherever it has 
erected its temples in the gations, because it 
bas alwavs been the wisdom and the power of 
God unto salvation and a holy iife, 
not conquering py the force of armies 
like Mohammedanism, nor aimin at 
the citgdel of the intellect, as did the 
philosophers of India and as do the intidel phil- 
osophers of the present day, but capturing the 
heart by the love of God through the indwelling 
of His Holy Spirit. And the divine germ of this 
new and holy life dropped into the individual 
heart has been and is the only developing power 

toward @ perfect social state. 

Christianity, then, not only claims to sancti- 
fy the sinful soul of man,—unot only prom- 
ises to conquer all sin and destroy the devil,— 
but for 1.800 vears it has blessed individuals and 
®ociety in exact proportion as men have yielded 
to its sway. Granted, if you please, all the few 
exceptions in the visible Church of Christ, ail 
those who by their continual sins bring reproach 
upon the name of Jesus, and whose fall 
causes such a shout of triumph not only in hell 
but in this world, and in our own city—excep- 
tions so rare that each one is a marked event; 
granted ail this, and then look back over the 
long line of successive ages, and try to count 
that vast multitude who stand on the pavement 
of gold, some’ on the pavement of sorrow 
and trial, who, through the power of the Spirit 
of God have fought with the devil in 
their own hearts in «a deadiy conflict, 
have resisted temptations by a strength 
superhuman, have lost sight of self in 
8 Christlike love for dying men, and have 
forced those associated with them in social or 
mercantile life to confess that they had been 
with Jesus, and learned of Him. You can find 


. 


their names Witbier on every reform which bas 
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biessed the world, on every otruggie for liberty, 
for only from the blood-yet of Calvary did 
this flower of liberty grow and blossom. You 
will Gnd their names associated in the past and 
present with every protest against social sing, 
with e revolt against oppression, written on 
the clear heaven-illumined brow of woman, for 
to Christianity she owes every blessing which she 
enjoys. Where will you not find the names of 
these soldiers of the cross, these lovers of their 
race, these foes to sin aud iniquity? Ages ago 
they were written on the gloomy walls of the 
Catacombs, and ou the veiceless wails of the 
Romish inguigition,—on the rack, and in the 
flames of the stake, as this army of enthusiasts 
for the truth came marching on through blood 
toward the millennium hour. What names are 
written in imperishable letters, not only in 
the official records, but on -the bearts 
of Switzerland, England, Scotland, Italy, 
and France,—the names of Kings, and 
warriors, ‘end echolars? No! The names 
of Christian men and women whose prayers and 
labors, whose heroism aud blood, have been the 
mighty lever to elevate humanity, and to eradi- 
cate sin. And our own liberties as a people have 
not been the offspring of German rationalism 
and infide! Sabbath-breasing, and licensed in- 
iquity, or of political corruption, but of the faith 
and sturdy piety ead heroism 
of the Puritans. It Christian mon 
who fight with the evil of intemperance ; 
Christian women who labor and pray for ite 
ovurthrow ; and so in respect te every evil, the 
two armies always on the battlefield are the 
Church of Christ on the one side, and the devil 
hath his servants on the other, with their 
weapons of pleasure, of gain, of infidelity, of 
policy. And, if the religion of Christ were every- 
where accepted, if all men were trus and loval 
disciples of Jesus, wars would cease, oppres- 
sion and slavery would be no more, 
vics and crime of every sort wouli disappear, 
purity and love would be universal among men, 
and beneath all intellectual growth and indus- 
trial activity as their never-failing impulse, 
would be the spiritual life of the Christian faith, 
and Heaven would have begun below, and earth 
would be a Heaven. 

You do not judge of the science of an ergan- 
builder by the half-finished instrument in 
his workshop. Youdo not judge of the artis- 
tic skill of a painter by the rough outline 
on the canvas. It is when the painting 
is completed, when, like a thing of life, it seems 
almost to throb with emotion, that you judge of 
the artist’s skill. Itis when the organ is com- 
pleted, when, at the touch of a master musician, 
it gives forth peals of rich, inspiring harmony, 
then you judge of the builder’s genius. Weill, 
the painting of Jesus in the once sinner’s soul, is 
incomplete now, its figure half-formed, its like- 
ness indistinct. When it is hung in the gallery of 
the New Jerusalem, it will be a glorious copy 
of Him whois the image of the Father’s glorv. 
The spiritual organ, which is the Christian life, 
is only half finished.,—it is in the workshop yet. 
In the great Cathedral of Eternity 1t will give 
forth the music grand and sweat of a holy heart, 
—but boldly and gladiy we bid you judge of 
painting and organ, even here and now, in the 
workshop, for now the lines of character are like 
the Son of God,—the music, with all its discords, 
is a heavenly strain.

Ip the 
Sucday-echool Mr. C. N. Holden was the Su- 
perintendent, tlaicoim Heath the Secretary, and 
William Lawrence the Bible-ciass teacher. The 
services ef these gentlemen were spocen of in 
giowing terms, ‘he speaker said that in those 
early times there were some strange notions 
among the brethren, many of whom were op-

It was 
thought that the church could best do this in ite 
own way, aud the judgment stood approved, as 
the result showed. ‘he pastors had encouraged 
inquiry meetings and held them at different 
times, the door boing wide open for all cowers, 
eee Lundreds entered, The first year there were 

{ty-live baptisms, a full treasury, large congre- 
gation, and general prosperity. Tue next vear 
the church included 250 members, of which 
number 131 had been baptised. The aid given 
by the Second Church to the Universi ty of Chi- 
cago and the Theological Seminary was attend- 
ed to, mention being made of the large dona- 
tions Of OU. bb, Goodyear, who was now sinking 
under a disease, but whose monument would be 
the Baptist Theological Seminary. 

Among the church enterprises mentioned as 
having been projected and founded by the Sec- 
ond Baptist Church was the chapelat the Uniou 
Stiock-jards, the Uuion Band among the Ger- 
mans, the Bridgeport Mission, and the Danish 
Mission. At one time there were 2,500 children 
and youth under instruction by the Second 
Church. Who could measure the boundless in- 
fluence of these young people growing up in the 
Church? It had not beep the policy of the 


‘Second Church to get all it could and keep what 


it had. its dismissals by letter had formed the 
nucieus for eight new churches. The increase 
of membership in the present church had been 
almost unprevedently large,—larger, he believed, 
than that of Piymouth Cuurch, Brooklyn, which 
was generally cited as the model church in this 
respect. In December, 1864, there were 29 
members; in 1865, 391; in 1866, 569 ; in 1867, 704; 
in 1808, 515: in 1869, 936; in 1570, 1,065; in 187], 
1,140; im 1872, 1,163; in 1873, 1,217; m 1874, 
1,400; and there had belonged to the church in 
ail, 2,140 persons. Of the original 290, only 140 
now remained. There had been dismissed by 
letter, 50; excluded, 38; deaths, 62; present 
number, 1,300. 

The Deacons had always borne their official 
dignities with becoming humility, and, being 
wise and eflicicut, and acting asaunit, they 
commanded the contidence and affection of 
= aud people. Large sums of money had 

en given to other churches in the neighbor- 
hood, the Second Chureh exceeding ail others in 
contributions, although it was mainly made up 
of young people who were by no means wealthy. 
The pastor gave the following exhibit of the 
money paid out by the Second Church during the 
past ten years:

Complimentary reference was made in this 
connection to dlr. L. J. Swift, the clerk aad 
collector. The pastor here indulged in some 
impromptu reminiscences of a deeply-interest- 
ing character to the congregation, He spoke 
modestly but plainly of the vast amount of pas- 
toral work done, and how it had preyed upon his 
vital forces until he was compelled to desist and 
take a six-months’ European tour; how tie plan 
of ap associate pastor was broached, and they 
were discussing it the day of the great tire of 
October, 1871; how the pastor preached a ser- 
mon the next Sunday, urging that no ono leave 
Chicago, but that ali stay and help build her up 
ain; and how the junior pastor, the Rey. T. 
W. Goodspeod, was installed Jan. 1, 1872, and 
they had worked together in absolute harmony. 
During all these years the progress of the 
church had been in the highest degrea satisfae- 
tory, and the tried trustiness of the majority of 
the church-membership was grandly evinced by 
this record of their liberality and labors. Tue 
Ladies’ Benevolent Society had distributed over 
25,000 garments among the poor, besides money 
and charity of various kinds not recorded, thus

A Sermon on the Transit of Venus. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 
Beyton Harsor, Mich., Dec.6.—To-day the 
Rev. 8. B. Goodenow, pastor of the Oongre- 
gational Church in this place preached the fol- 
lowing sermon, taking as his text: 
Iam the root and the offspring of David, and the 
bright and morning star,—Zev. r#ii., 16, 


The morning star! how bright, how beautiful! 
How it comes, with ite glad light to the weary 
watcher, a harbinger of approaching day! And 
such is Christ our Lord. He so describes him- 
self in tho language before us. In this book He 
has bean revealing His blessed Gospel, and the 
triumphs it isto attain. And row, in this last 
chapter, this closing sppeal of the New Testa- 
ment, he comes in person to declare Himself the 
foundation and the consummation of all, the first 
dawning light, as weli as the noontide sun, of 
the hastening day. 

With this glowing exhibition of Himself, He 
introduces His last famed invitation to the wa- 
ters of life. ‘* I, Jesus, have sent Mine angel to 
testify unto you these things in the churches. I 
am the root and the offepring of David, and the 
bright and morning star. And the Spirit and the 
bride say, Come, And let him that heareth say, 
Come. And lot him that is athirst come. And 
whosoever will, let him take the waters of life 
freely.” How kind the solicitation, how lovely 
the solicitor ; how beautiful the language and 
the imagery in which He makes this parting 
presentation tous! ‘'1, Jesus,” the lowly suf- 
ferer of Nazareth, the promised offspring of 
David, yea, higher than David’s self,—his Lord, 
the root and foundation of his royal line,—'‘'I, 
Jesus, am the bright and morning star”; 
or, as literally in Greek, “ I am the root and the 
offspring of David, the star bright and early.” 

The star of Jesus! Would you eee it, my 
bearers? Then look forth, ‘* bright and early,” 
on any one of the clear mornings that are com- 
ing this winter, and just over on the eastern 
horizon you will behold the “ bright and morn- 
ing star.”

‘evening star.” Lately, it might be seen, just 
after sundown, in remarkable brilliancy, adorn- 
ing our western sky. But next Tuesday it will 
go down over the sun, and from that conjuac- 
tion, that friendly transit of its central ligat, it 
will come upin the eastern heavens, converted 
from a vesper brilliant into the gem of the dawn. 


And so, the next year, we are to have, not an 
evening, byt a morning, star.

pot ons of the fixed stars of the heavens, but is 
ike the earth, one of the planets of the solar 
system, the planet Venus, Itis nearly the size 


| of the earth, and revolves eround the sun inside 


of the earth's orbit. Therefore, being lizhted up 
by the sun, the same as our moon, it appears as 
a brilliant orb, moon-shaped when seen through 
a glass, ranging from one to the other side of the 
sun, and never very far away. Being so beautifal 
an object, Venus was worshiped by the ancient 
heathen as the goddess of beauty aad love. 

Sut in the earliest ages, the true motions of 
the heavenly bodies being misnnderstood, and 
our developed system of the universe being un- 
known, the wanderings and changings of this 
beautiful star were a mysterious thing. For a 
while twinkling more dimly, and then growing 
most brilliant at the nightfell; presently seem- 
ing to fade away of a suddea into the sun, and 
as suddenly brighteving up again in glory, not 
as before at evening, but in the dewy morn ; 
and then shrinking away for many lingering 
months, till it was lost again in the sun ;—it was 
the wonder and admiration of star-zazers on the 
Chaldean plains 4,000 years ago. No wonder 
that, in their ignorance, they regarded the east- 
ern and the western brillants as two different 
stars, gaily dancing their alternate pirougtte on 
opposite sides of the sun. 

The evening star was by the Greeks termed 
‘‘ Hesperus,” by the Latins ** Vesper;” an 
80, at its shining in the later days, came in the 
Vesper Bells and the Vesper Prayers. But the 
and the Romans ‘‘ Lucifer.” Thus, onr version 
of [saiah xiv., 12, has it; ** How art thou fallen 
from Heaven, O Lucifer, son of the morning.” 
The Greek Septuagint Old Testament hasit: ** O, 
Phosphorus, ristog early inthe morning.” The 
wicked King of Babylon is here represented as 
exaiting himeelf to be like the morning star, yot 
suddenly sinking, hke a falling star, into eter- 
nal darkness, before Messiah, the trne morning 
atar. Thus was that haughty monarch the type 
of Satan, whom Milton hence terms Lucifer. 

Our Bible translators have rendered the same 
word as * day-star,” in IT. Pet.i., 19, where proph- 
ecy is called “alight that shinecth in a dark 
place until the day,dawn, and the day star (in 
Greek, Phosphorus, or Venus) arise in our 
hearts.” Ihe morning ster is here made the 
image of Christ, rising on the benighted soul, in 
the dawn of its hope and light, as the harbinger 
of a heavenly day. And as such, therefore, the 
Savior introduces himself in thetext: ‘‘Ilam 
the Morning Star.” Hence, when addressing the 
church at Thyatira (Rev. ii.: 28), in order to en- 
courage the faithful disciple, he saya: ‘I wil 
give him the Morning Star ;” I will give him My- 
self, io be the starof his hope, the opening light 
of spiritual guidance, the dawulpg radiance of 
eternal joy! 

Come, Holy Spirit, come; 
Let thy bright beams arlee; 
Dispel the sorrow from our minds, 
The darkness from our eyes. 

In these modern days, the movements and re- 
lations of Venus are fully understood. As it 
passes round the sun like the earth, but inside of 
the earth's orbit, the ligat of that central lumi- 
nary, taliing upon it in different positions, gives 
it all the changing appearances of the moon. It 
is now horned, and now gibbous; first showing 
us & narrow thread of light, and then widening 
into a full-faced orb. At all times, we see with 
the naked eye onlya glistening star. But turn 
upon it a glass, of only ordinary power, and you 
will be greeted with the sight of a beautiful cres- 
cent, just like anewmoon. And yet, wheo thus 
shaped, it 18 far more brilliant than when it 
shows a full dise; because in thatcaseitis on ths 
farther side of the sun, six times as distant from 
us as when in the crescent form on the nearer 
side, 

When thus next to us, as at present, Venus is 
quite near tothe carth,—much nearer than any 
other heavenly body ever comes, except the 
moon. This maidof the morning, therefore, is 
not only a lovely creature; she is our nearest 
neigbbor, and nearly our own size. She comes 
frolicking down through the heavens to onr very 
gates, to make our acquaintance and gladden our 
hearis; and then she goes sweeping away on her 
distant tour. When she is just passing between 
us and the sun, we cannot see her face: and it 
is some thirty-six days before and after this 

oint that she appears largest and most brilliant 

ous. As she will be at her conjunction between 
us andthe sun Tuesday, her greatest brilliancy 
as ourevening star wae Nov. 2, and about Jan, 13 
she will display herself most gorgeously as our 
morning star. 

So large and bright will she then be, that by 
care you may see her gleaming forth in the broad 
daylight, as if trying to rivalthe sun, not only 
as a day-star, but a star of the day. She is thus 
paving usa winter visit, in ber fullest splendor 
and nearest approach ; and we do weil to mark 
the day of her transit, and to show due interest 
and rbspect to this queenly guest, our closest-re- 
lated sister among the heavenly host. 

So sinks the day-star in the ocean-bed ; 

And yet anon repairs her drooping head, 

And tricks Ler besms, and with new-spaagled ore, 

Fiames in the forehead of the morning sky. 

Such is the morning star. Well was it taken 
as the emblem of our coming Lord. He is, like 
the star, most beautiful in Hos character and 
mission, *‘the ehief among ten thousand, and 
altogether lovely.” 

No mortal can with Him compare 
Among the sons of mon; 
Fairest is He of all tae fair 
Who fill the heavenly train. 

And then, Heitis of all the heavenly train 
who, lixe the morning star, comes duwn the 
nearest to our earthiy abode. From the far 
realms of His infinite glory He hath deseeuded

Ob, friends of Immanuel! well have ye done 
to man your mission ship, and name it for your 
Master,—‘* The Morning Star,”—the fit precursor 
of daylight for a benighted wortd. 

And there ig yet another wonder of the morn- 
ing star. When it is passing the sun to become 
the day’s harbinger, it once in a while goes di- 
rectly across the sun’s disc, a3 a round black spot 
on its resplendent face. This is called transit 
of Venus; and it is a most important and inter- 
esting phenomenon. By means of this event, 
when it takes place, the true distance and mo- 
tions of the heavenly bodies are calculated, and 
the facts of astronomy and the rules of naviga- 
tion are fixed on their exact and immovable basis. 
And yet, it isan eveut extremely rare. It cannot 
occur more than twice in the longest life-time ; 
and it may not come even once to aman of 100 

ears, 

These transits of Venus occur in pairs, at 
regular intervals, thus: First in 121}¢ yaars, and 
eight years afterwards; and so on. It was not 
until the last two pairs of transits, the one pair 
occurring in the seventeenth and the otner in 
the eighteenth century, that human attention 
was called to this interesting phenomenon. The 
first transit calculated was in 1631, predicted by 
Kepler, but not seen by any one. The first 
transit seen was eight years afterwards, in 1639. 
Since then the only transits that bave occurred 
in 235 years were the pair in 1761 and 1769, be- 
fore the *‘ Revolutionary War.” So that the olde 
est man now living has never had a chance to 
see such an event. 

But now at length, on this 8th of December, 
1874, that is, Tuesday, there is to occur that 
notable event of the century, a transit of Venus; 
with still another eight years afterwards, in 
1882, - after which, no such event will occur 
again for 12144 years. Unfortunately for us, 
this transit wil! take place after sunset in this 
longtitude, requiring expeditions to distant 
places in order to see it, 

On tbe last occasion, 1054¢ years ago, such 
was the interest beforehand in the anticipated 
event, that expeditions for observing it were 
fitted ont, and sent to remote places of the earth, 
by several European sovereigns. The world’s 
beat astronomers were stationed in Lapland and 
Kamschatka, at St. Helena and the Cape of 
Good Hope, in India and the Sandwich Islands. 
Upon this latter mission sailed the renowned 
Capt. Cook. By eareful observation of the tran- 
sit at all these distant points, new and more ac- 
curate measurements of the heavenly distances 
were calenlated, which have been of untold 
benefit to science and humanity. 

But since then great progress has been made 
in the aris and sciences. And now, with greatly 
improved imstraments and calculators, vastly 
superior advantages are expected from observa- 
tions upon tke present transit. For this pur- 
pose very extensive preparations have been made 
by several nations. The British Government 
has sent expeditions to nine different stations. 
Two of these are located in the Antarctic Ocean, 
three in the Sandwich Islands, twoin Egypt, and 
oue at New Zealand. Besides these, the Astron- 
omer Roval has gone with a private company to 
Thebes, and the Governments of India and New 
South Wales Lave also sent out observing parties; 
while the observatories at Madras, Cape of Good 
Hope, Melbourne, and Sydney will aid all their 
important aid, and Lord Lindsay has himself 
fitted out, at private expense, a thoroughly- 
equipped party of observation. 

‘The Germans sond out five expeditions, the 
Russians twenty-eix ; the French cccupy five 
first-class and four secondary stations, having 
voted 300,000 francs in support of the enterprise. 
The United States Government has granted 
#150,000 for the object, and sends expeditions, 
composed of five peraons each, to eight stations:

Oath of Mail Contractors and Carriers. Re- 

quired by Act of Congress, June 8, 1872. 

|, ———,, do solemnly swear (or atiirm) that I will faith 
fully perforin all tne duties requir of me, and abstain 
from everything forbidden by the laws in relation to the 
establishinent of post-offices and post-roads within the 
Unived S:ates; and that i will tones:ly and truly account 
tur and pay over any money belonging to the said United 
States which may comme iuto my possession or contrul. Bo 
belp me God. 


By Sec. 16 of the ont of ii 8, 1872, every person em- 
pl wed in the Pos al Service is subject to ail the paina, 
penalties, and forte itnres for violation of the laws relating 
to such service, whether be has taken the above oath or 
atlirmation or not. 


Sections of the Act of Congress *“* Te Revise, 
Consolidate, and Amend the Statutes Nelat- 
ing te the Post-Ollice Department,’ Ap- 
proved June 8, IS72 
The Postmaster-General requeste that bidders, guaran-

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Perhaps it was not true that the last Com- 
mon Council wished to make something out 
of the Wabash Avenue Railway ordinance.

Jewell as Postmaster General can make even 
a respectable showing when the question 
comes up for settlement. Mr. Jewell has 
already shown himself to be an Executive 
officer of whom the Republican party has 
reason to be proud. 


Dr. Fowler and his advisers have made 
many serious blunders in the management of 
the Northwestern University, but none of 
them was so bad as the order excluding the 
young ladies from the literary meetings of 
the male students. Some more delicate 
method of accomplishing this end than a 
plain intimation of distrust of the young 
ladies was certainly possible. 


Gentlemen who don’t go much into politics 
may nieed to be reminded that the last session 
of the Forty-third Congress begins to-day. 
Gen. Butler has made a programme for the 
guidance of the House, but we hope to see 
the leadership in better hands. The Repub- 
liaan members of this House should take care 
to make for it a record which their Demo- 
cratic successors will not be likely to surpass. 


It is probable that the Hon. J. B. Rice, of 
this city, will not be able to take his seat upon 
the reassembling of Congress for several 
weeks yet. A private letter from Norfolk, 
Va., brings the unwelcome intelligence that 
he is laid up at present with a sharp attack 
of sickness, from which he is just beginning 
to recover. While fortunately not serious 
enough to cause his friends any anxiety, it is 
enough to place him hors de combat for a 
time. His absence from the Capitol will 
therefore be understood. . 


What purports to be, and very likely is, a 
synopsis of the President’s Message is fur- 
nished this morning to the Associated Press. 
It appears from it that the President will 
suggest the. wisdom of interference in 
Cuba to terminate the insurrection ; 
recommend the resumption of specie-pay- 

ments at the earliest practicable day, leaving 
Congress to say when that will be; urge de- 
cisive action in the Louisiana and Arkansas 
cases ; and commend the Indian Peace Policy 
and the Civil-Service Reform experiment. 
Surely there is nothing very startling in this. 


The vindictiveness of the German Ultra- 
montanes is shown by the fierce attack which 
was made upon the German Government by 
the Ultramontane Deputies on Saturday last 
for suppressing the Legatiomat the Vatican. 
The same step had previously been taken by 
England, which removed its representative to 
Lisbon without even protest or criticism, but 
the moment Germany took the same step it 
was followed by the grossest misrepresenta- 
tions and most bitter vindictiveness and 
abuse. The action of the German Govern- 
ment was based upon the very best of rea- 
sons. Solong as Germany recognizes the 
Pope as the head of the Catholic Church, and 
this Bismark himself affirms to be the fact, 
there is no other recognition due him from 
Germany, or in fact from any other 
country. ‘The Pope being no _ longer 
® temporary ruler, it is only a 
useless expense, and subserves.no purpose 
whatever, as negotiations with the Pope, if 
they become necessary, can be conducted 
through the regular Ambassador to Italy. In 
addition to this fact, a representative from 
the German Government at the Vatican is an 
insult to the Government of Victor Emanuel, 
with which Germany is in harmonious rela. 
tions. Germany has still another reason for 
withdrawing her representative from the Vat- 
ican which does not apply to any other Govern- 

ment, namely, that the Pope continues to 
urge the Catholic clergy not only to break the 
laws of Germany themselves; but to advise 
‘their congregations to do the same. There 
is, therefore, no reason why Germany should 
be at the expense of maintaining a represent- 
ative ‘at the Vatican ; on the other hand, 

there is every reason why she should not. 

The Chicago produce markets ‘were gener- 
ally weak on Saturday, with less doing in grain. 
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1-2¢ lower, closing at 58 3-4c. Rye was quiet 
and easier, closing at 94c. Barley was dull 
and 1-2c lower, closing at $1.27 cash, and 
$1.28 for January. Hogs were quiet, and 
closed dull and lower. Sales at $6.00@7.50. 
Cattle were inactive, with prices weak. There 
was a fair demand for sheep, with sales at 


$3.00@5.00. 

The Rev. A. E. Kittredge preached last 
night on a text furnished by Tue TRIBUNE 
last Monday morning. His effort was to 
show that ‘‘a liberal and comprehensive edu- 
cation ” cannot purify society. We under- 
stand Mr. Kittredge to mean that no 
education whatever—not even the _ in- 
struction of the Church or the 
revelations of God—are sufficient for the reali- 
zation of a perfect society. This can only be 
accomplished, Mr. Kittredge believes, by the 
workings of the Holy Spirit in the heart. 
We should say that the discussion, when it is 
carried to this point, has only a speculative 
interest, and not much of that. 


THE LAW AND THE FACTS. 

One of the instructions given by Judge 
Murphy to the jury in the Gage case has 
drawn attention to a serious error in our 
statutory provisions governing the verdict of 
the jury in criminal trials. The discussion 
of it may hopefully lead to a reform. The 
instruction was on the part of the defense, 
and as follows: 

First—The Court instructs the jury that they are the 
judges of the law and the facts in this case, and that 
they are not bound by the opinion of the Oourt as to 
what the law is, and they cau assume the responsibility 
of deciding, each juror for himself, what the law is, 

This is the most literal construction of 
statute passed as long ago as 1845, which 
reads as follows: ‘‘ Juries in all criminal cases 
shall be judges of the law and the fact.” 
Judge McAllister, in a recent public letter on 
the accumulation of cases in the Supreme 
Court, referred incidentally to this statutory 
provision as a relic of the formative period 
of our existence as a State, as an experiment 
which might have been adapted to the back- 
woods, Democratic tendencies of that time, 
but which has been found to work to the dis- 
advantage of a more populous, advanced, and 
organized condition. This is just what it is, 
and the wonder is that it has been allowed to 
remain so long on the statute-books. It is a 
rule which enforces every Circuit Court 
in. the State to work by contrarieg 
It leaves the ‘‘Court” just what Judge 
John M. Wilson designated him under 
this law,—in the position of a ‘* Moderator 
of atown meeting.” As in the Gage case, he 
may exercise his judicial functions through- 
out the trial up to the time of giving the case 
to the jury, and then all his judicial learning 
and experience are found to count for noth- 
ing. He may rule out evidence, interpret 
the application of the law to the case in hand, 
lay down the principles and recall the stat- 
utes, and, at the very last, he is forced into 
the inconsistent and ridiculous position of 

elling the jury that they need pay no atten- 
tion to his interpretations and rules, but must 
judge, each man for himself, of the law and 
its application. This is a logical contradic- 
tion, and its practical operation is a serious 
impediment to justice in more ways than one. 

The common-law rule, and the. practice 
in a majority of the States, is that the Court 
shall be the judge of the law and the jury 
the judge of the facts. This principle is 
founded in common sense, and has been jus- 
tified in the practice of England, Canada, and 
the greater number of the United States 
where it has obtained. It is the natural and 
proper division of judicial responsibility. The 
Judges are elected mainly with reference to 
their legal learning and experience. Person- 
al integrity is not of itself a sufficient quali- 
fication for a judicial position, though it is an 
essential. A man is needed to preside over 
trials, not merely for the purpose of keeping 
order in court, which could be done by 
a bailiff, but to keep counsel down 
to the law and prevent them from 
imposing on the jury; to decide between 
adverse legal positions taken by the 
opposing attorneys; to protect the interests 
of the people as well as the interest of the 
accused in criminal causes; and, above all, at 
the end of the case, to sum up in an intelli- 
gent and impartial manner the application of 
the law as it is to the facts as the jury may 
find them. The responsibility put upon the 
jury of determining the facts from the evi- 
dence before them is just as reasonable as 
that part of the responsibility which the 
Court should bear. The jury consists of 
twelve men instead of one. The danger of 
personal prejudice is lessened in the ratio of 
i2tol. To judge of facts from evidence 
that the Court has held to be competent is a 
task that may be safely intrusted to ig- 
norant men, if it so happen. It re- 
quires simply the® exercise of common 
sense and fair dealing, and it is 
not necessary that there should be any famil- 


great majority of jurymen know nothing of 
law, never saw a statute-book, and never 
heard even of Coke or Blackstone, Chitty or 
Greenleaf. It is sheer folly and absolute dan- 
ger to invest such men with the right of pass- 
ing upon the law, of which they know 
nothing, and applying its principles, which 
they are likely to distort, to facts that may 
thus be made to lose their force and bearing. 
As a rule, the best work a Legislature can do 
for a State is to repeal laws, and the Legisla- 
ture which convenes this winter should repeal 
the statute of 1845, and substitute one just 
as brief, which shall read: ‘‘ The Court in all 
cases shall be the judge of the law and the 
jury the judge of the facts.” 

At the same time the Legislature does this, 
it should also repeal a statute of 1847 which, 
in its application, permits the attorneys on 
the other side to dictate the instructions to 
the jury. If there is any sphere in which a 
Judge can make himself useful, it is by means 
of a clear elucidation and a fair summing 
up of the evidence. An accomplished and 
honest Judge can do more toward straighten- 
ing out the complications of a case than a 
hundred one-sided arguments by counsel. 
The operation of the present system is to 
promote laziness and indifference on the part 
of the Judges, who are now content to allow 
the attorneys to suggest the instructions on 
either side, which are presented fo the jury 
im & contradictory and confusing shape. The 
rule was adopted originally, perhaps, as the 
President originally began to call upon Con- 
gressmen to recommend official appointments 
in their districts. But as in the latter case 
the Congressmen have come to regard them- 
selves as possessed of the right of appoint- 
ment, so now the attorneys dictate the in- 
structions. The result in both cases is per- 
nicious,—in the one to the civil service and in 
the other to justice. 

Aside from the positive injustice that arises 
from the operation of these two old illogical 
statutes, their existence is the principal cause 
for the overloading of the Supreme Court 
docket and the cumbersome and endless sys- 
tem of litigation wuich prevails in this State.

It is entirely/ reasonable, under the present 
law, to deny’ motions for new trials without 
reference , the injury done té law and 
justice By the verdict. The Court naturally 
argugs that the jury are made by statute the 
judges of the law; and, having passed upon 
it, the only recourse is an appeal. Thus the 
Supreme Court is constantly asked to review 
absurd verdicts which would never have been 
rendered if the Judge could have exercised 
his natural functions of interpreting the law 
and instructing the jury accordingly. It is 
evident that the next Legislature can do a 
good work by repealing these old statutes. 


THE SUPREME COURT—EXCEPTIONS AND 
USELESS OPINIONS. 
The reduction of the bill of exceptions to 


something like its proper proportions would 
doubtless meet with the enthusiastic op posi- 
tion of all the Circuit Court Clerks through- 
out the State. In the great majority of 
cases the bill of exceptions constitutes by 
far the largest portion of the record. For 
copying it into the record, the Clerks charge 
a certain sum per job, or page, and the busi- 
ness is profitable. Copyists can be hired 
very cheaply, and the margin between the 
amount paid by the Clerks to their copyists 
and the amount received from the party or- 
dering the record is very liberal. For the 
record to which reference was made in a 
former article the Clerk charged and re- 
ceived $125, while the entire expense in- 
curred by the Clerk did not, in all probability, 
exceed #40. At all events, the work can be 
done for thatsum. There are doubtless a 
large number of lawyers who would pro- 
test against the proposed change. ‘The 
present system is the lazy man’s method. 
The preparation of a bill of exceptions 
at present demand from the attorney neither 
labor nor brains. The work is performed by 
the shorthand reporter, and all that the at- 
torney ambitious to take a case to the Su- 
preme Court has to do by way of preparation 
is to take a transcript of the shorthand re- 
porter’s notes and file them as his bill of ex- 
ceptions. Under the proper system, however, 
he would be compelled to know something 
about his case, and to be able to put that 
knowledge into shape. If he had any points 
upon which an appeal ought to be taken, he 
would have to present them. If he were un- 
able to do this himself, he would be driven to 
one of two alternatives : to hire some lawyer 
who could do it, or for the while turn student 
and learn. The general public, the parties 
themselves, and the Court would hardly look 
upon his situation as one calling for very 
active sympathy. But, aside from the 
reforms which we have indicated, others 
of great importance can be suggested. 
The Supreme Court ought not to be 
required to write opinions in every case 
brought before them, nor should a ritual of 
the cause upon its merits be expected at their 
hands. Where the judgment of the Conrt 
below is against evidence, they should re- 
verse it, but it ought not to be demanded by 
them to review mere questions of fact where 
the evidence was conflicting. There are 
scores of cases taken to that Court, at every 
term, which involve questions of no earthly 
consequence to any one except the parties. 
These cases involve no legal principles and 
frequently present no legal questions what- 
ever. In these the Court should not be re- 
quired to write opinions, nor should such 
cases be reported. In a recent volume of the 
Illinois Reports there are thirty-one cases re- 
ported, and some of them at length, which 
are of no conceivable importance to the pub- 
lic or to the profession. In neither of these 
cases should written opinions 
been required, nor should either of these 
caseé have been reported. To the Court 
should be left the privilege of determining in 
what cases opinions should be written and 
what cases should be reported. Thus the 
labors of the Court might be greatly lessened, 
the number of reports reduced, and their ac- 
tual value greatly enhanced. It is useless, 
aud worse than useless, to cnmber our re- 
ports with cases which present questions 
which have been repeatedly passed upon. Of 
vhat conceivable use is an opinion of the 
S.upreme Court detailing at great length the 
evidence in a cause before them, and finally 
reaching the conclusion that, as the evidence 
is conflicting, they will not disturb the judg- 
ment of the Court below? What interest bas 
the public or the profession in knowing 
that in a particular case the judgment 
appealed from had, in the opinion of the 
Supreme Court, no evidence whatever tosup- 
port it? Undoubtedly such a conclusion pos- 
sesses great interest to the parties litigant, 
but the general public and the profession at 
large derive from reading such opinions 
neither instruction nor amusement. It is a 
dreary, expensive, and useless waste of time 
to compile such reports, anda useless and 
onerous tax upon the public to publish them. 

The Supreme Court can, with entire safety, 
be intrusted with the responsibility of de- 
termining in what cases they will write opin- 
ions, and what opinions shall be published. 
There is .no Judge at present upon 
that Bench, nor is_ there likely to 
be in the _ § future, who has. not 
sufficient ambition to promote and 
establish for himself a judicial reputation to 
render it perfectly certain that he will have 
all his own opinions published which he may 
think possess any proper claim for publica- 
tion. The danger will rather be that they 
would not exercise this power evenif they 
possessed it to the extent that they might 
be well justified in doing. Our Supreme 
Court as at present constituted is a body of 
very able, but exceedingly careful, prudent, 
and conservative gentlemen. Their prudence, 
indeed, sometimes looks very much like 
timidity. They have submitted to the im- 
positions of shorthand reporters’ notes 
—misnamed bills of exceptions—with a 
degree of patience and forbearance 
really wonderful. They have suffered 
themselves to be buried beneath ab- 
stracts which were such only in name, 
and which were in fact substantial copies 
of the entire record, and this, too, 
even in the face of their own rules. Know- 
ing the entire faithfulness with which every 
member of that Court is devoted to the dis- 
charge and performance of his duties, and 
knowing, too, how onerous those duties are, 
we would aid them by legislation in every 
egitimate manner. But they can do much 
to help themselves, and whatever they can 
do they must do. You need a little more 
courage, gentlemen. Bring the lazy lawyer 
to time, and compel him to reduce his cases 
to something like their proper form and 
their proper proportions. If he cannot or 
will not do this, send him and his case 
out of court. Attempt to decide no more 
cases than you can thoroughly examine 
and decide to your entire satisfaction 
and credit. You are not responsible 
for the size of the docket, and this 
the public perfectly well understand. 
Encourage oral arguments, and then decide 
when the argument is fresh in your minds. 
The docket may fall far behind, but it is more

| satisfactory to wait a year for the argument | 


of acause and have a decision immediately 
upon the argument, than it is to argue it at 
once and wait a year for the decision. 

Lay on your penalties for vexatious ap- 
peals without fear, and, with the legislative 
assistance which we have pointed out and 
plenty of nerve on your own part, you will 
do much good and be happy. 
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MORE WORDS WITH A PROHIBITIONIST. 

We have received a second and lengthy 
communication from Mr. J. W. Hanson rela- 
tive to the question ‘* Does Prohibition Pro- 
hibit ?” and in answer to a recent editorial in 
Tue Trisvne touching upon his first com- 
munication, 

The first letter of Mr. H. was in search of a 
controversy. He made his points, artfully, as 
he supposed, but sophistically, as was shown. 
The matter should then have rested as be- 
tween him and Tue Trisune, as he had his 
say and said his argument. We have not 
space for an amplification of his second let- 
ter, and will only extract so much of it as 
presents a new argument or reason for pro- 
hibition. 

Mr. Hanson says : 

You proceed to represent me as advocating laws pro- 
hibiting drinking. Not at all. It is the sale and not 
the use that the law concerns itself with, and that 
Prohibitionists would inhibit, Men may drink beer, 
cider, whisky, if they will, but to arrest the mischief 
wrought by the business, the law, to protect the pub- 
lic, says it ehall not be sold. In the case of diseased 
meat, no statute prohibits any one from eating, but he 
may notsell. He may eat carrion, but the law pro- 
hibits him to open ashop to sell it, If you can prove 
tbat tainted meat has been the favorite food of entire 
tribes and nations, as it is of some, to-day, you are no 
less a transgressor if you vend the article in a decent 
community,—an article whose evil effects are nothing 
compared with those of liquor, 

We are glad that Tue Trrevne’s position 
on Prohibition has elicited one positive state- 
ment from the Prohibitionists, and we stick 
apininit rmght here for future reference. 
‘*‘Men may drink beer, cider, whisky, if 
they will.” Itis not the drinking, then, but 
the selling of liquor that the Prohibitionists 
are bent upon stopping, and which they 
claim they have the right to stop. Now let 
, us see about the selling. No one but a fanat- 
ic will deny that wine, beer, cider, and other 
liquors are the produce of the earth, adapted 
to use by man’s labor; that those products 
have their use in satisfying certain wishes and 
appetites of men, and that this use has been 
recognized from immemorial times; and that 
the vast majority of men use them without 
injuring themselves oor others,~- and 
have a natural right to these products, 
which are in fact their property. The 
drinker is the principal; the seller is 
only his agent. If men did not drink 
and desire to be supplied with liquor, there 
weuld be no sellers. The liquor-seller is only 
anagent who supplies the consumer with 
certain fluids which he wants. If anybody is 
at fault in the premises, it is the drinker, but 

he Prohibitionist says he has the right to 
drink. If, therefore, the drinker has the 
right to drink or use this property as he sees 
fit, by what authority can the Prohibitionist 
or a Legislature say to the agent, You shall 
not sell a man property in which he has a 
natural right? But, says Mr. Hanson, ‘‘in the 
case of diseased meats no statute prohibits 
any one from eating, but he may not sell. 
One may eat carrion, but the law forbids any 
one toopen a shop to sell it.” Thipisa 
shrewd attempt to escape by sophistry. 
The law forbids the sale of diseased meat be- 
cause it is an imposition and a fraud upon 
the purchaser and the public. The vender 
of diseased meat defrauds his customer, cheats 
and swindiles him, by passing off an unsound 
and worthless article for a good and sound 
one upon him. The man who buys his 
liquor knows what he gets and gets what he 
pays for. If he pays a cheap price he gets a 
cheap article. If he pays a large price he gets 
a valuable article. Every man who buys 
liquor knows what he is buying, and gets 
what he considers an equivalent for his money. 
The man who buys diseased meat does not 
know what he is buying, and is consequently 
defrauded in pocket as well as injured in 
health. 

The remainder of Mr. Hanson’s communi- 
cation is argued upon the basis that the use 
of liquor must be forbidden because it in- 
volves a danger to society and is adverse to 
the public welfare, and in the course of it he 
returns to the original proposition, as follows : 

I agree with you that men have generally resorted 
ta stimulants, and that the great majority of them be~ 
lieve in drinking. They seem to believe in many 
things that are wrong and wicked, but I have not ob- 
served that Taz TRIBUNE advocates licensing them to 
follow the bent of their inclination, 

It would be useless to argue this point over 
again. Wehave once exposed its fallacy, 
and that fallacy is, that men believe in drink- 
ing because they do not know, feel, or believe 
that drinking is wrong, or wicked, or crimi- 
nal, and therefore do not know, feel, or be- 
lieve that they should be restricted from or 
punished for drinking, or that their agents 
shonld be restricted from or punished for 
selling to them liquor. The additional point 
made by Mr. Hanson is, that the use of ar- 
dent spirits is averse to the publie welfare, 
therefore it must be stopped. 

This assertion will not stand analysis. The 
‘public welfare” is not put in issue by rea- 
son of one person in a hundred drinking to 
excess and becoming intoxicated. There is 
not a natural right that men possess which 
might not be taken away from them upon 
the ground that they should surrender their 
rights because certain individuals abused 
them and perverted them to bad purpose, 
and hence the ‘‘ public welfare” required the 
ninety-nine to be deprived of the use of a 
thing which did not injure them or cause 
them to injure others, lest the hundredth 
man should abuse his privilege and do evil 
to himself and others. A conclusion of this 
kind, drawn from such premises, is called in 
logic a non sequitur. 

It is admitted that the great majority of 
the people, the world over, have from time 
immemorial been in the habit of using 
stimulants temperately, and that only a small 
per cent of the whole have consumed liquor 
intemperately. Then by what right or 
authority do a handful of intermeddling 
people presume to say to the vast mass of 
mankind, or of the American people, ‘‘ You 
shall not be permitted to drink any more ; 
no man shall be allowed to sell to you, under 
pains and penalties of a law we propose to 
enact, because some men drink to excess.” 

By what authority do they make them- 
selves the judges of what temperate people 
shall eat and drink, and presume to exercise 
an absolute rule over the desires or appetites 
of those whose desires and appetites are kept 
within due bounds, and do no harm to them- 
selves or society? By what authority do 
they propose to stop a thousand men from 
drinking because ten men drink too much? 
The presumption is an impudent and im- 
pertinent one. If they have the authority to 
prohibit the exercise of one natural right, 
then they can prohibit the use of all the 
natural rights, since any natural right may 


be carried to excess and prove dangerous to 


the individual who cannot restrain his in- 
dulgence thereof. 
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THE LEGAL-TENDES ACT. 

A recent decision of the United States Su- 
preme Court in the case of the Baltimore & 
Ohio Railroad vs. The State of Maryland, 
which has escaped general notice, reaffirms 
the constitutionality of the Legal-Tender act 
as applied to obligations contracted prior to 
the passage of the act, Feb. 25, 1562. To 
trace briefly the history of the Supreme 
Court’s construction of this act: It will be re- 
membered that Chief-Justice Chase, in his 
opinion in the case of Hepburn 0s. Griswold, 
in which he was sustained by a majority of 
the Court, declared that portion of the act 
unconstitutional which made debts contracted 
prior to its passage payable in Treasury notes. 
Chief-Justice Chase’s former position as Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, and his identifica- 
tion with the Treasury-note system, gave his 
decision in this case peculiar force; but a 
large portion of the politicians saw fit to 
give it a partisan significance. This gained 
ground, probably, through the coquetting of 
the Democrats with Judge Chase as a Presi- 
dential candidate, and a portion of the Ke- 
publican party thought it was necessary to 
resent this expression by overruling the de- 
cision. There was shortly after a vacancy 
on the Supreme Bench, but the filling of this 
place alone would not secure a majority of 
the Court. Congress then added one to the 
number of Supreme Judges, and Messrs. 
Bradley and Strong were appointed Associate 
Justices. On May 1, 1871, the Supreme Court 
rendered decisions in the casts of Knox vs. 
Lee, and Parker os. Davis, which reversed the 
opinion of Chief-Justice Chase and affirmed 
the constitutionality of that portion of the 
act declaring Treasury notes to be legal ten- 
der for all debts contracted prior, as well as 
those contracted after, the passage of the act, 
unless payment in coin was expressly stipu- 
lated. 

The late decision in the case of the Balti- 
more & Ohio Kailroad really goes further 
than the former decisions of the Court in this 
direction, since the objection to pay in gold 
was strongly implied, if not indeed provided 
for in express terms. The case was as fol- 
lows: In 1835, the General Assembly of 
Maryland authorized a State subscription of 
%3,000,000 to the stock of the Baltimore & 
Ohio Railroad on condition thatthe road should 
pay an annual interest of 6 per cent on that 
amount out of its earnings. To raise the 
money the State issued $3,000,000 bonds 
bearing 6 per cent interest. The Commis- 
sioners sent to Europe to negotiate these 
bonds failed in their mission. In 1838, the 
General Assembly authorized an issue of 


sterling bonds, bearing 5 per cent interest, | 


payable in gold in London, and the Company 
accepted these bonds in exchange for the 6 
per cent bonds, thereby accepting the condi- 
tion of paying the 5 per cent interest in gold 
in London. Asa matter of fact, the Com- 
pany did pay this interest, and it was to their 
advantage until greenbacks began to depreci- 
ate and exchange became very high. In 1870, 
the Company figured up that the difference 
they had paid between the gold interest and 
the same reckoned in greenbacks amounted 
to $281,489. They were under an obligation 
to pay the State one-fifth of the gross 
receipts from passengers on the Wash- 
ington branch of the road. This they 
withheld to offset the difference as above, 
claiming that they were obliged to pay 
only in greenbacks. The State, under 
the instructions of the General Assembly, 
brought suit for this amount, and the State 
Court rendered a decision favorable to the 
State. This was revised by the Court of Ap- 
peals under the Supreme Court’s decisions 
of 1871. The State appealed to the 
United States Supreme Court, which sus- 
tained the Court of Appeals, and held that 
the Company might pay in Treasury notes 
and could not be compelled to pay in gold. 
By this decision the State of Maryland is re- 
quired to pay the difference between the 
gold interest and the same interest in green- 
backs,—amounting to nearly $300,000. 

It will be noted that this latest decision 
really goes further than the first, since the 
acceptance of the second issue of sterling 
bonds was a virtual agreement to pay the 5 
per cent interest in gold. Notwithstanding 
this strong presumption of the Company’s 
agreement to pay in gold, it is held that the 
$3,000,000 was originally borrowed from the 
State, that the interest was due the State, and 
that it could therefore be paid in greenbacks 
as being legal tender for all debts. This is 
all very well, so far as consistency goes; but 
how will it be if, in the future, the character 
of the Supreme Court shall be remodeled 
again with a specific application to the Legal- 
Tender act? Probably the speediest way of 
escaping from the complications is to fix a 
definite and early date for the repeal of the 
Legal-Tender act. We may then escape in 
time from the old difficulties, and there will 
certainly be no new ones arising in the fu- 
ture. A 


REVOLUTIONARY SHINPLASTERS. 

Mr. J. W. Schuckers, who is making a name 
as an exact and able writer on matters of 
finance, has published another pamphlet on 
the monetary history of this country during 
the Revolution. Itis good reading for the 
irredeemable-greenback lovers of to-day. Of 
course it tells the old, old story all over again. 
The issue of irredeemable rags adorns but 
one theme,— inflation, depreciation, specula- 
tion, smash. But the details of what our 
forefathers did in ’76 point a needed moral 
for their descendants in 1874. 

The second Continental Congress met May 
10, 1775. War was inevitable. Where were 
its sinews to be found? The idea of raising 
money by taxation was rejected, because the 
revolt was against taxation, and it was 
thought that the people would be impartially 
disgusted by a tax laid by Congress or King. 
Moreover, Congress had no real power to tax. 
It therefore adopted the easy expedient of 
‘* making money” out of paper and ink. The 
presses were set running, and a nominal 
value of $6,000,000 was thrust on the coun- 
try in the shape of oblong bits of paper. 
This was in 1775. A speedy termination of 
the war was expected, and it was reasonable 
to suppose that the gnited Colonies would re- 
deem this small amount. There was, there- 
fore, no depreciation. In 1776, when 
the Declaration of Independence had 
made a long and  0~bloody struggle 
certain, $19,000,000 more was _ issued, 
and depreciation began. The Tories openly 
rejected the currency, declaring (what was 
indeed true) that it would never be redeemed. 
The Whigs were loth to take the bills and 
‘*paid them out as promptly as was consist- 
ent with a respectable regard for the cause.” 
Gold and silver vanished. The artificial 
value of the currency grew less, day by day. 
Three causes hastened the process. Con- 
gress threw a new loan on the market in the 
shape of interest-bearing bonds. These cir- 
culated from hand to hand as currency, and 
by their depreciation made that of the non- 


interest-bearing bills greater still. Moreover, 
the several States issued scrip about as fast 
as it could be printed. Its worth sank to 
nothing and it carried the national currency 
down with it. The third cause of decline was 
the frantic zeal of Congress to prevent de- 
cline. Its laws made a refusal to receive 
the bills operate as a pt of _the debt, 
and declared that persons who refused them 
or tried in any way to hinder their circulation 
should be ‘* precluded from all trade and in- 
tercourse ” with other Americans,—should 
be, in fact, outlawed. By the spring of ’77, 
when the paper dollars were quoted at 50 
cents, Congress resolved,with grave asininity, 
that they should thereafter pass for coin dol- 
lars at par. Incredible as it may seem, they 
did not obey the mandate of this august 
body. They flouted it, in fact, by sinking 
lower and lower. Then Congress and ‘the 
States fixed the prices at which commodities 
should sell, in paper, and found, to their 
great astonishment, that the rebellious com- 
modities paid no attention to their decrees, and 
persisted in selling for a great deal more than 
the lawful rates. It should interest Senator 
Oglesby to know that ‘“ blood-sealing” did 
not help the case a bit. No matter how much 
the army fought, bled, and died, the legal- 
tenders dropped down with unvarying regu- 
larity. It should, however, be recorded to 
the eternal credit of the Continental Congress 
that it finally stopped short in its folly, voted 
that it would not, under any circumstances, 
have more than $200,000,000 of currency out 
at any one time, and kept its word. When the 
post-inflation stage of depreciation had been 
fairly reached, speculation swelled into gigantic 
proportions. Debts incurred to-day could be 
paid to-morrow in ‘‘ money” that had fallen 
10 to 50 per cent in the interim. Dishonesty 
was rampant. Schuckers quotes from Gor- 


don’s History of the Revolution as follows: 

All classes were infected, The paper produced a 
rage for speculation. The mechanic, the farmer, the 
lawyer, physician, memLery of Congress, and in some 
places even a few of the olergy, were contaminated. 
The morals of the people were corrupted beyond any- 
thing that could have been believed prior to the event. 
All ties of honor, blood, gratitude, humanity, aud 
justice, were dissolved. Oid debts were paid when 
the paper ———- was more than seventy for one. 
Brothers defrauded brothers, children their parents, 
and parents their children. Widows, orphars, and 
others were paid for money lent in specie with depre- 
ciated paper, and were compelled to receive it, 

The mania of dishonest speculation de- 
pressed the value of the currency more and 
more. In 1782, a paper dollar, to the re- 
demption of which in specie the public faith 
was pledged, passed for less than one-fifth of 
a cent! This was the end. The money 
ceased to circulate and became merely a 
curiosity. Stagnation came upon trade. The 
people were bitterly poor. The cycle of the 
shinplasters was complete. They had led to 


inflation, depreciation, speculation, smash. 


GRAVE-ROBBING AND MEDICAL SCHOOLS. 

The medical school of the University of 
Michigan, at Ann Arbor, seems to have got 
itself into trouble again on account of the 
bodies it has been forced to buy for dissect- 
ing purposes. This discussion comes up 
periodically, and a great hue-and-cry is made 
with every revival of it. It may be admitted 
at the outset that it is a very horrible thing to 
rob graves, and the authorities of every 
medical school who buy eadavers without 
knowing where they come from are apt to 
encourage this desperete and revolting sys- 
tem of spoliation. To this extent their con- 
duct is reprehensible. But we must also 
meet this question with the recognized ne- 
cessity for providing medical schools with 
dead bodies for dissection ; and, in this, we 
are forced to the conclusion that the State 
authorities must share the guilt which attaches 
to the robbing of graves whenever they fail 
to provide decent and legal means for obtain- 
ing the bodies. The great trouble in this 
whole controversy is a silly abhorrence to the 
consideration of a subject which, if not 
altogether affected, is the growth of tradi- 
tional prejudice. 

We must start out with the admission that 
the medical schools must have bodies for dis- 
section. Science demands it. Life and health 
demand it. The law really demands it. The 
statutes of almost all the States provide 
penalties for malpractice. As long as a 
surgeon is liable to imprisonment for cutting 
the wrong artery, it is unjust and cruel to 
deprive him of the means of learning how 
to dissect the human body, or to force 
him to barter with the grave-robbers 
for his material. The State is constant- 
ly called upon to support criminals, 
panpers, and insane persons during their lives, 
and to defray the expenses of their interment 
after death. There should be in every State 
provision for turning their bodies over to the 
medical schools whenever they are not 
claimed by relatives or friends. The deceased 
have been, at the best, a drag upon the State, 
and sometimes worse. If they have not ac- 
tually been marauders on society as crim- 
inals, they have sapped the resources of the 
State for their support, and have in no way 
returned an equivalent. If their empty 
frames, after death, can afford any compen- 
sation for the service rendered them during 
life, they should be used for this purpose. 
There is not the slightest tinge of sentiment 
that can give a coloring to the opposite view. 
Here are bodies which no man nor woman 
cares for. If lowered into the pau- 
per’s grave, they decay and become 
food for worms. If transferred to the 
dissecting-room, they contribute more to the 
progress of science and surgical knowledge 
than they ever contributed in life to their 
own good or the welfare of the community. 
From a mere sentimental view of the ques- 
tion, we can see no choice between a horrible 
dissolution in the society of worms and a 
clean-cut dissection, unless it be in favor 
of the latter. Respect for the feeling of rel- 
atives and deference to the wide-spread 
prejudices of society render it wrong to de- 
mand this from those who provide for them- 
selves in life and who are provided for by 
their friends in death. But, where these 
bodies are the property of the commonwealth, 
become so by the positive right of support 
while living and the negative right found im 
the absence of any other claims when dead, 
then they should be used for the common 
benefit of mankind in the medical schools. 

With regard to the Ann Arbor University, 
we believe that the law of Michigan author- 
izes this use of the bodies of criminals who 
die, but that the officers of the jails and 
penitentiaries have persistently refused to 
deliver the bodies upon the application of the 
schools. Some penalty ought to be provided 
for such refusal. The simple fact is that the 
schools must have bodies for dissection, and, 
if the State does not provide some other 
means for obtaining them, the graveyards 
will continue to be pillaged, and the public 
will have to bear these periodical outbreaks 
of disgust. The first thing to do is to over- 
come the absurd squeamishness which most 
of us are apt to entertain with reference to 
the subject. Considerations of science and 
personal health are much more important 
than the disposition of a lifeless body which 
nobody cares to claim, and which never ren- 
dered the world a service until it gave up the 
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schemes have been proposed, but i: 
dlers have been inflexible, They bene 
fused any concession, demanding the a 
wages as heretofore.

A LAWYER ON THE SUPREME COURT. 


The articles in Taz Tarsus urging the rm 
forms needed in our judicial system have drava 
public attention to the necessity of a moreor 
less radical change in the methods of justice. 
Among a large number of letters on the subject, 
we have received one froma member of the 
Chicago Bar which makes some timely sugger 
tions. Its resemblance, in leogth, to the end 
less briefs of which the Supreme Bench con- 
plains forbids our printing it entire, but we 
bave summarized its more important parts. 

The law’s delay in Dlinois is mainly due to the 
length of time consumed in appealing to the 
Supreme Court, the cheapness of an sppeal, and 
the possibility of making the opposite party, in 
this way, pay heavily for his victory. The firs 
can be obviated by a rule that an appeal shall 
always be taken to the next term of the Supreme 
Court after the rendering of judgment in the 
inferior jurisdiction. To make this practicable, 
action should be had in regard to squeezing the 
useless detail and eloquence out of records apd 
briefs. The present cheapness of an sppeal 
happens ip this way: As # judgment draws only 
6 per cent intereat until the sppeal is decided, 
the appellant can make a forced loan at that rate 
from his creditor for from one to three years. 
The margin between this and the 10 pea 
cent he can make on the money will oftes 
more than defray all the costs he 


will put s penalty, instead of s premium, ® 
unwarranted appeals, It will also put it out of 
the debtor's power to force his creditor to buy 
justice at s heavy rate. At present, it costs 
about $1,000 to collect a note of @4,000 from #2 
obstinate debtor.

A majority of the members of Congress are 
in Washington for the last ume. They have not 
been re-elected,—many on both sides. Thev 
have nothing to expect hereafter. It is with 
such men that the lobby will hope to ply iis arts 
successfully. But we trust and believe it will 
labor in vain. The Democratic minority will 
not mourn the success of such efforts, and wii! 
slyly help them along. But the Republican 
majority must crush them witbout hesitation.

ON THE WAR-PATH. 


The Western Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company Sends Troops to the Front 
-—A Thousand Barrels of O11 Wasted.

Western Pennsylvania Railroad and Columbia 

Conduit Company is not yet ended, and to-day 

assumed a serious, warlike, aid Indicrous shape. 

Several davs ago the men in the employ of the 

Railroad Company tore up the pipe, wasting 

thereby something near a thousand barrels 

of oil. The Conduit Company had removed 
its force and the railroad hands found no oppo- 
sition.

The fact is, the Conduit Com- 
pany sent no force out, have no men 
atthe spot near Powers’ Run, except six or 
seven men who watch the enemy and report.

FIRES. 


A destructive fire occurred at 5 o’clock yester- 
day morning, and was the occasion of the alarm 
from Box 313.

Yesterday morning, at 6:15 o’clock, an alarm 
was given from Box 79 for a fire in the large two- 
story frame building, Nos. 506 to 518 Archer av- 
snue, owned and occupied by Stein, Hirsch & 
Co. as a starch-factory. The building was dam- 

ed tothe extent of $800, aud stock and ma- 
chinery $1,500. The loss is covered by an insur- 
ance of $3,000. The fire was caused by an 
overheated stove, 


Officer Ryan discovered a slight fire in the 
basement of the four-story stone building, No. 
188 South Clark street, last evening, at 6:30 
o’clock, and extinguished it wito a few pails of 
water before any serious damage resulted. The 
blaze was caused by hot ashes, which had been 
carelessly placed against a partition. 


The alarm from Box 856, at 4:50 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon was occasioned by 
fire in No. 209 =™3Biue Island avenue, 
a two-story frame . buildin owned by 
8. Golding, and occupied by Mré. D. Callahan 
as a millinery establishment.

which ushered us from the evening of our ruin 
to the morning of a redemptive day. And ever 
since it has been worth a life-time spent and a 
world surrendered for a dying sinner to get a 
view of Jesus, the Morning Star. 

Yes! to behold Him, not as a mere man, 4 
star away from the sup, but as coming forth 
from the ceutra! glory, Himself the godlike im- 
age, through whom to look upon the invisible 

od; this isarare sight among the groveling 
children of God. But, dying hearers, it will pay 
all the cost if you will give the whole world for 
such a view of our bright morning star. Verily, 
that sight of the Savior, as it bursts upon the 
spiritualized gaze of the penitent in the momeat 
of his higher contemplation, with what rapture 
does it fillthe soul! I knew a man io Christ 
who had long trodden Zion’s ways in peace with 
the ordinary measures of divine commupion ; 
yet when, under a new and striking aspect of 
truth, the brilliancy of a Redeemer'’s glory was 
opened to his view, he was overwhelmed with the 
beautiful vision, and his soul was lost in a sweet 
atmosphere of bliss! 

And, let it not be forgotten: These higher 
viewe of Jesus, the Morning Star, are often- 
times * bidden from the wise and prudent” of 
this world, while they are revealed to babes. 
Let a story of the day-star illustrate our 
thought: The first transit of Venus that was 
ever calculated, was announced by the great 
Kepler and other famed astronomers, as being 
about to occur in the year 1631; and many were 
full of intense interest, to see and examine 80 
unwonted and important a spectacle. But, alas! 
in Europe it was to come after sundown, when 
it could not be seen; and another such event, 
said Kepler, and all the learnea, would not oc- 
cur again for 180 years. They were sure of this ; 
and go the world must plod on another centu 
and a quarter, without the signal benefits an 
pieasures which such a sight might bring ! 

With what diligence did they review their fig- 
ures, again and again, to see if by no possibility 
the event could come before the sun should go 
down. But the figures were etubborn, and 
would not yield. With what eagerness, when 
the time arrived, did the first men of Europe 
gaze all day long through their telescopes,—if 
perchance the transit might not ocour in season 
to be seen. But no! the sun went down with 
nothing beheld in Europe. It was only in the 
wild America that the prodigy might at a later 
hour have been seen. But the first fathers of 
this Western clime were then too busy with their 
toils and perils to concern themselves with such 
transcendental themes; and the great event 
peues by without a witness ora proof. 80 the 
earned world sat down to endure as best they 
could their age-lasting disappointment and de- 
lav ; fully convinced that not not another oppor- 
tunity would occur for the sight until 130 years. 

Learning and station were nouplussed. But 
the studious curiosity of humble life, it seems, 
was pot. At that time there waea lad of 12 
years, named Jeremiah Horrox, the son of poor 
parents, living in a retired corner of England. 
He was a you.b of much promise in studv, and 
soon afterwards he turned his attention to 
astronomy. in the face of great difficulties he 
managed to get books, and to master the subject ; 
till, at the early age of 20, he becomes one of the 
first scholars of the times! He now discovers 
that the planetary tables heretofore used are er- 
roneous, and, by new calculations, he concludes 
that there is to be a new transit of Venus this 
very year, 1639, only eight years after the former 
unseen event. This he finds will be just before 
sunset; he has thoroughly tested the reckoning, 
aud feels perfectly sure. Avdso, thereisa 
chance after all, even in this generation, to be- 
bold the wished-for sight ! 

But the destined day is close at hand; and he 
is unable, in this age of slow travel] and commu- 
nication, to get the word abroad, that astrono- 
mers may be on the look-out, and feast their 
eves with the vision. None but himeelf, and one 
other youthful enthusiast of his acquaintance, 
are in the important secret. The day, the 6th of 
December, comesa,—just 235 years ago to-day. 
But (then as now) it is Sunday; and young Jer- 
emiab is Rector or assistant in @ parish church. 
Through all the morning he watches his tel- 
escope, then bastens to the church to fulfil his 
pious duties. What a day of feverish excite- 
ment must this be to his soul! With what eager 
longing must he repeat his wonted prayers! 

But, though he willnot remit the duties of 
God's house for his highest ambitions, yet,when 
the service is over, be hurries again to his teles- 
cope, deeming it a work both “ of necessity and 
of mercy,” to reveal, if he may, even on the Sab- 
bath day, so greatatruth and so vaiuable to 
mankind. But cleuds have come over the sky. 
Tbe sun is almost down. Hope seems about 
ready to expire. When, lo! of a sudden the 
clouds separate ; and there, clear and unmistak- 
able, is the dark shape of the planet passing over 
the sun! Hush! see himthere! In the few 
remaiing minutes before sunset, he is able to 
make several measurements ; and the fact of the 
trausit is verified also independently by bis 
you.bful friend elsewhere. The wonderful work 
of discc very is accomplished, which has baffled 
the skill of the world’s best geniuses; and this 
by ayouth of 20 years! 

Hard'y do we think of a more soul-stirring 
scene ip all scientific history than when that 
youth of 20, with heart all on fire in the faith of 
the grandest impending discoverv, left ali to 
to observe the Sabbath io his wonted worship of 
God, and had his confiding youthful piety re- 
warded by a sight before nigbtfall of that new 
revelation, which buman eye had never before 
beheld, which sages and great ones of the world 
bad longed in vain to see. How fine would be a 
painting of that notable sunset, with the 
church in the background, and telescope point- 
ing sunward, while the stripling ast:onomer (on 
bis knees) lifts adoring hands, overwhelmed 
with gratitade for the wonderful discovery that 
is beaming on his eve. Jeremiah Horrox died 
soon afterwards, a noble spirit, early gathered 
home. But, like another we wot of, he lived 
long enough thus to immortalize his name with 
some bright outbursts of a genius divinely in- 
aspired ! 

Thus was demonstrated and perfected the 
astonishing accuracy of astronomical calculation. 
Thus was the morning star's new revelation 
vouchsafed toa stripling, rather than a man of 
renown. And so is the wisdom of God often 
hidden from the wise and prudent, while it is re- 
vealed to babes. So does the Great Redeemer, the 
Morning Star of our souls, unfold His glories to 
the humble and childlike mind, while the proud 
and the mighty go piodding on in the darkness 
of sin. 

Let us look, then, with docile heart, to Him 
who 18 the Star of our hope. In therfar-distant 
ages of the early Jews, He was promised to men 
under this very aspect. Said Balaam in prophe- 
cy: ‘** There shall come a star ont of Jaccb, and 
a sceptre shall rise out of Israel.” And Isaiab 
lovg afterwards confirmed the promise: ‘* The 
Gentiles shall come to Thy light, aud Kings to 
the brightness of Thy rising.” So when Im- 
manuel appeared, a star seen from the East was 
the signal of His coming ; aud the Gentile wise 
men did come to the brightness of His rising, 
making that *‘ Star of Bethlehem ” to become the 
symbol of Messiah’s march. Well did old 
Zacharias then exclaim: ‘* The day-spring from 
on high (the morning dawn) had visited us, to 
give light to them that sit in darkness, and in 
toe shadow of death, to guide our feet into the 
way of peace.” 

Aud well bas the Apostle added: ‘‘God, who 
commanded the light to shine out of darkness, 
hath shined in our hearts, to give the light of 
the knowledge of the glory of God, in the faith 
of Jesus Christ.” Yes! Jesus Christ is that 
Star which was promised to come out of Jacob. 
And so, referring to that old prophecy of Mes- 
siah (upon which all eyes were fixed, whether of 
Fastern magi or of Jewish saints), our Lord de- 
clares to us, asinthetext: “I, Jesus, .. . 
am the Star, bright and eariy,”—‘‘the bright 
and Morning Star!” 

Ob come then, beloved, *‘ bright and early,” to 
this vision of thedawn. Come, look upon Je- 
sus and believe in Him. Then He, who hath 
‘* caused the day-spring to know his place,” will 
kindle a day-spriog of glory in your soul; and 
yours shall be ‘‘the path of the just,” which 
‘ig as the shining light, that shineth more aud 
more unto the perfect day.” ‘‘Sweet is the 
breath of morn,” says Milton; for 

Now the bright morning etar, day’s harbinger, 
Comes dancing from the East. . 

And our Morning Star, our Jesus, Savior, is 
more glorious still. We may fitly apply to Him 
the beautiful language of Job: “ His eyes are 
like the eyelids of the morning,” “* the dawning 
of the day.” The light of His coun‘enance, 
beaming mildly upon us, is more delightful than 
ali the glimmer of tne starry sky ! 

For, lo! God’s well-beloved One 
Comes, flashing light afar ; 

As, from the bo-:om of the sun, 
Springs forth the morning star !

FINANCIAL. 


SATURDAY EVENTING, Dec. 6. 

A diminution in the movement of currency to 
the hog districts and arise inthe rate of New 
York exchange have been the only changes in 
the financial situation this week. 

Scores of telegrams were sent to the country 
shippers of hogs by the operators in this market, 
in the first part of the week, discouraging the 
shipments of hogs. This action was taken in 
consequence of the excesa of receipts over the 
quantity packers could handle, and the result- 
ant accumulations at the Stock-Yards, with a 
sagin prices. The effect of these advices is 
seen in the decreased orders from the country 
for currency, and the lessened receipts at the 
end of the week. 

No flow of currency back to the city banks has 
begun that is worthy mention. Small ainounts 
come if every day, from the wheat districts, 
but they are too light to have any effect on 
the currency reserves of the banks. 

It is plain to seé that the Western country 
tributary to Chicago is rich, and growing richer. 
The good averago and aggregate returns that 
the farmers have got for their produce render 
this a certsinty. The prompt coilections that 
are almost uniformly reported by the business 
houses of this city show that this is so ; and the 
fact that money is continually coming into the 
sity from the country to seek investment is more 
evideace of the same purport. It is a 
truth of political economy that the pros- 
perity of the country precedes, and in 
fact causes, the prosperity of the city. It is 
this that has upheld Chicago through all the de- 
pression that has been so serious in other trade- 
centres, and that will bring to us firet the buoy- 
aut revival that the industry of the country 


waits for. 

New York exchange has stiffened during the 
week, on account of the liberal ordera from 
country banks to send exchange Fast, and the 
diminution of shipments of provisions to make 
exchange. At the beginuing of the week, ex- 
change was 75c to $1 -discount between banks 
for $1,000. It closed at par to 25c discount. 

The clearings Saturday were $4,327,850.12. 
For the week the clearings are $30,231,160,47 ; 
the balances are $2,544,910.73; the figures for 
the corresponding week of last year are $21,3738,- 
841.25, and $2,162,305.04. 

At the banks business is reported strong and 
satisfactory for the week. The demand for 
loans ‘has steadily. though not greatly, increased, 
-and the rates of discount have been held firmer, 
and the disposition to meet outside borrowers 
has decreased. 

The banks think it most prudent to keep their 
funds for the accommodation of their custom- 
ers. The rate of discount is 10 per cent, with 
siight concessions in exceptional eases for short 
time and on the best of security. Real estate 
loans are 9@10 per cent; street rates are 8@18 
per cent. .

Resolved, That the Beard will adopt no rule which 


countenances and encourages the non-ftilfillment of 
contracts under any circumstances, but will insist that 
dealers carry out their contracts as made, of be made 
liable to suspension from the privileges of the Board, 

Resoived, That no “corners” can possibly occur 
when dealers refrain from selling what they have not 
got, and we recommend thie course to those who wieh 
to avoid the usual risks attending transactions of that 
character, 

The leading produee markets were atill te-day, 
and several of them were lowér, With a rather 
sombre tinge of weakness. Larger receipts of 
grain and small shipments, with a clog in pro- 
visions, tended to heaviness all round, making 
buyers hold off. There was very little demand 
for cash produce, and speculative dealets wera 
rather inclined to sell than to purchase, as is 
usual at the commMe?cément of winter. Thé 
dullness was intensified by the fact that is was 
Saturday. 

There wasa@ liberal distribution of domestic 
and foreign dry goods. Loeal retailers, who of 
late have been doing quite a brisk business, were 
ordering freely, and orders received through the 
mails from interior merchants were also fiberal 
in the aggregate. A ‘¢e reduction in Gardner, 
Michigan, and Midford tieavy browh cottons is 
noted, but the general tenor of prices is unquali- 
fiedly firm. New York Mills bleached has been ad- 
vanced to 18c. The situation of the grocery mar- 
kot was unchangedin any important pafti¢ular. 
Coffees and sugars still show a lack of firmness. 
Sirups are moving more firmly and at the late 
decline are steady. Steadiness also cbaracter- 
izes the market for soaps, candles, starch 
spices, and most other lines. The quotations of 
cut-loaf, granulated, and C sugars were dropped 
an ice. Continued activity is apparent in the de- 
mand for foreign fruits, and former quotations 
were thoroughiv maintained. Domestics re- 
mein firm, notwithstanding the abserice of any 
considerable movement. Raisins have  ad- 
vanced at the East, and the ten- 
dency here is in the tame direetion. 
The canned goods trade is slowly reviving, and 
prices show a hardening tendency. With the 
exception of peaches, stocks are reported ample. 
Fish were dull, with no material variation in 
prices. In the butterand cheese marketa there 
was moderate activity at about yesterday's prices. 
Prime goods are firmly held, while low and mo- 
dium grades display weakness. The bagging, 
coal, wood, leather, and pig-iron markets were 
duli as previously quoted. No price changes 
were noted in oils. A fair business was doing at 
former rates. 

A light distributing business in lumber was 
reported at substantially the game prices that 
have obtained for several weeks past. A few 
straggling cargoes are expected at the wholesale 
market, but the season is virtually over. 
in iron, msa3tal aud hardware a fair 
business was transacted. The wool, 
corn, seed, and hop markets were 
quiet but firm. Hay was more plenty, but as 
firmly held as hitherto, at the current prices, 
though the demand was said to be leas urgent. 
The trading in quotations was confined prin- 
cipally to store lots, which soid at full recent 
prices. Ea*tern stock is firm, and will likely be 
advanced soon, as it cannot be laid down here, 
by railas cheaply as when brought by water. 
Green fruits were slow and easy. Choice 
winter appies are firmly held, but eo much of 
tbe fruit is decaying, that seilera, in order to re- 
alize, are disposed to accept almost any price of- 
fered. Poultry was in large supply, and dull 
Much of the stock is already in poor condition, 
(yame is also dull, and lower all round, the sup- 
ply being excessive. 

Highwines were more active at unchanged 
prices, though New York was reported s shade 
easier, with no business. Sales here were re- 
ported of 300 brie at 9Y7e per gallon, at which 
price the market closed steady. . 

Dressed hogs were cdulland lower. The only 
offerings were of soft lots, and for these buyers 
were not willing to pay over $7.50 per 100 the. 
Frozen lots were salable at $7.75 for good to 
$8.00 for choice. Sales were reported of 48 
head at #7.75, and 74 at 7.70. 

Provisions were active, but weak. Mess pork 
fell off 25c per bri from the quotations of last 
evening, being 45¢c below those of resterday's 
session. Lard declined 10@15c per 100 Ibs, and 
meats averaged }<v per tb lower, on all except 
green hams, which were in good demand for cur- 
ing. New York was dull, aad Liverpool was 
again 6d per 112 Ibs lower on lard. The receipts 
of live hogs were small, but they ruled lower 
nevertheless, the vards being full, with packers 
holding off for lower prices. This reacted ov 
product. The packers sav that live hogs 
are too higa to be handled at a protit, 
even if the product were taken off their bands 
directly, while they are decidedly averse to tak- 
ing the chances of holding product pacxed from 
hogs which are selling higher than ever before. 
Some of them intimate ibat there must be a 
change soon, or they will have to stop, and leave 
the season to be concluded by those more ven- 
turesome than themselves. Stock is piling up. 
The outward movement of the past week was 
scarcely more than half that of the correspond- 
ing week one year ago, except in middiles, 
and they are being sent forward by 
parties engaged in packing here on 
account of European deaiers. The demand 
in our market is almost exclusively for Eastern 
and Southern account, outside of the tremen- 
dous speculative deal, which is believed to have 
been conducted chiefly for parties iv the coun- 
try. We note that more country product is 
now arriving here, this being the best mar- 
ket for it, though at present it seems 
to be an_ exceedingly artificial one.

PROVISIONS. 

The Cincinnati Price Current says: 

Notwithstanding the unprecedentodly large produc- 
tion of the past two years, hog products have found 
such numerous new channeis of consumption that 
there has been no accumulation of stock, but rather a 
short gupply—at the prices which have prevailed— 
and consequently a degree of confidence in its value 
and condition prevails, which induces speculation and 
feeds the flame that seems to be excessive without it, 
The effect will be two-fold—the production will be 
stimulated to its utmost, while the consumption will 
be restricted by the enhanced cost. Aiready have tle 
foreigu exports fallen one-third below what they were 
last year, and this, too, at the beginning of the season 
when the foreign markets are bare of stock and hungry 
forasupply, This is an indication of what may be 
expected du the season. Europe has an ample 
supply of breadstuffs this year, and while she may 
consume our surplus of meats if she could obtain it at 
low prices she 18 not under any such necessity for a 
supply of food as to compe) her to buy at high prices 
that which she can do without, 

The pork trade, in fact, seems to bein an artificial 
and hota natural condition. It is not an extraordi- 
nary foreign demand or an increased consumption at 
home which is the cause of the current high prices, 
It is not that there ia not meat and lard enough now 
and in prospect, but it is a spirit of speculation which 
perhaps 1s based upon the large consumption of two 
or three yearg past, and upon @ supposed decrease in 
the production, but which may nevertheless not prove 
as much restricted as expected. Chicago buys hogs 
and selis the product immediately, and as long as sie 
finds customers to buy at prices which neta slight 
profit it makes little difference what she pays for them, 
and if the eiiect of this was confived io that city no 
one would complain, but she 1s virtually estavlishing 
prices which control other markets, and force packers 
who do only @ legitimate packing business to pay more 
forthe product than they feel justified in doing, to 
put eway in their cellars, but which they must do or 
remain idle. 

It may be that pork will be kept up by this spec 
lative influence until the packing season is over, bu 
it must necessarily find its levei sooner or later, and 
the longer it is postponed the greater will be the re- 
action,

HOGS—During the past week the receipts of hogs 
have been 174,876, against 196,877 last week, and 1a0,- 
681 for the game week last year, Since Oct. 1 this 
year there have been receiyed at the Union Stock- 
Yards 1,221,104 hogs, or 121,497 more than arrived dur- 
ing the corresponding period in 1873. The packing to 
date is 628,969, against 639,447 to same date last year— 
a decline of 10,478, The amount of hogs left over un- 
sold at the close of last week was estimated at 20,000, 
which added te Monday's and Wednesday's receipts 
inclusive, gave us 8 grand total of 138,000 for the open- 
ing days. This enormous supply taken in eon- 
junction with unfavorable reports from the East, 
and the fact that the weather was 
not such as to render packing operations 
altogether safe, knocked the bottom out of prices, the

An aged woman, Mrs. Winiford Bren- 
nan, living at New Castle (a place which has ob- 
tained much notoriety for the number of terrible

FIENDISHLY OUTRAGED. 
William Fogerty and Franz Hepner, the alleged 
perpetrators of the double crime, are under 
arrest. 

Bold and successfu] robberies are perpetrated 
on the main streets of this city—the coal capital 
of Schuylkill County—in broad daylight. It was 
only a few days ago that a leading jewelry-estab- 
lishment was rifled of nearly the entire contents;

Ferber, Jacob Freder, and J. H. Schlager, were 
arrested, and incarcerated in the Luzerne 
County Jail, at Wilkesbarre, for alleged com- 
plicity in the murder of Michael Kearney, at 
Scranton, recently. The crime was 

ONE OF THE MOST DIABOLICAL 

ever committed in the Lackawanna Valley. 
Kearney—a miner employed in a colliery of the 
Lackawanna Coal & Iron Company—was at- 
tacked by a number of outlaws, and shot, and 
stabbed, and bludgeoned, until nearly lifeless. 
To complete their bloody work, and, at the same 
time, to conceal the murderous deed, Kear- 
ney's body was thrown down an 8f-foot 
embankment between the Delaware & 
Hudson and Lehigh & Susquehanna Railroads. 
The man was discovered soon afterwards, and 
carried to the hospifal, but died immediately 
after his arrival there. James Smith, a colored 
teamster, witnessed the tragedy from beginumg 
to end, but was intimidated from giving his evi- 
dence before the Coroner's Jury. Subse- 
qosesly he made a statement to the Chief of 

olice, who therenpon locked him up in a sta- 
tion-house. He was released, however, efter 
promising not to mention anything further about 
the matter. Since then, very damazing facts 
regarding the murder have come to light, umpii- 
cating the parties arrested. 

No investigation has been made into the as- 
sassinations, crucifixions, and other shocking 
Outrages, at Carbondale. 

THE MOLLY MAGUIRES 
are still perpetrating their terrible acts of out- 
lawry in and about Scranton. Thomas Archibald, 
ene of the proprietors of the Fairlawn Colliery, 
where the late sanguinary riot transpired, has 
received a j\u-Klux notice, threatening his life, 
and warning bim to leave the region. It is ap- 
prehended that more fearful scenes than those 
recently enacted will be witneesed soon at Scran- 
ton. The great outcropping of erime is steadily 
increasing, and bardly a day clapses without the 
occurrence of a sanguinary disturbance.

ANOTHER CLERICAL SCANDAL.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Dec. 6.—The residents of 
Frankford have been much interested during the 
past week ip the serious charge lodged against 
the pastor of the Hermon Presbyterian Oburch 
n that place, the Rev. Thomas Cooper, who was 
formerly pastor of the Free Congregational 
Church in Germantown s few years ago, and who 
bas lately been called to the Hermon Church. 
The allegations are of a grave character, and 
charge the Rev. Mr. Cooper with attempting 
an outrage npon one of the younger members of 
his congregation, aged but 17 years. The prose- 
cutor is Mr. Emanuel Peters, father of the girl, 
engaged in the quarrying business and a con- 
tractor, aud who has made an affidavit before 
Ald. Delaney, of which the following is an ex- 
tract: 

TIE AFFIDAVIT. 

Emanne!l Peters va, Thomas Cooper, Philadelphia, ss. 

Emanuel Peters, being duly sworn according to law, 
doth depose and eay that Flora May Peters is his 
daughter, of the age of 17 years and 6 months, and 
bas resided with him as a part of his family, con- 
tributing to his welfare, comfort, and happiness, since 
her birth; that deponent and his said daughter, 
with other members of bis family, 
were for a long time prior to 
the lst dey of April, 1874, and ever since, have been 
regular members of and atiendants upon the Hermon 
Prosbyterian Church in Frankford. The Rev. Thomas 
Cooper was installed minister and pastor, and as such 
minister and pastor frequently, during the period of 
time last mentioned, made friendly and pastoral calls 
and visits to the bouse of this deponent; 
snd deponenent’s daughter, said lora May 
Peters, had by reason of such _ relationship 
existing between him aud ber as pastor and member of 
the same church, and the pastoral visits made by bim 
upon the family of the deponent, and the especial care 
and attention frequently bestowed upon her as one of 
the younger members of his church, led her to feel 
that she coul¢ unsuspiciously, unqualifiedly, and ab- 
solutely trust herself to his care and confi-

the said Flora May Peters, Gaughter of the 
deponent as aforesaid, into the said study, library, or 
room, [The afidavit then goes on to describe par- 
ticulary ths conduct of the clergyman, and continues); 
But by reason of which said assault, ill-treatment, 
bruises, strikes, attempts, etc., said Flora Peters was 
so terrified, and her uervous system so shattered 
and injured es to render ber unfit for social 
intercourse for a long time then next ensuing, 
to wit, from thence hitherto, whereby deponent was 
deprived of the comfort and happiness derived from 
the corepany and social intercourse with his said 
daughter which he otherwise would bave had and en- 
joyed, and was also deprived of the comfort, fellow- 
ship, society, assistance, and aid of the said F lora May 
Peters, which this deponent ought to have bad, and

HANCED BY A MOB, 
From the Evansville (Jnd.) Courier, Dee, 4, 

One of our neighboring Kentucky towns was 
the scene, a few nights ago, of a lawless display 
of mob violence, which makes another blot upon 
thé already spotted pages of the history of the 
‘dark and bloody ground.” Our readers will 
remember that some weeks since the large dis- 
tillery of Wright & Cartwell, of Uniontown, Ky., 
about 40 miles below this city, was burned by 
ap incendiary and destroyed. The flames also 
communicated to other establishments, aud 
Uniontown was the scene of a fire, coneuming 
property over $150,000 in value. About two 
weeks ago, thre® negroes, named Alex- 
ander Ramsey, George Ramsey, and George 
Moore, former employes of Mr. Cariwell, 
were arrested, charged with having burn- 
ed the distillery, and the trial 
commenced the day after their arrest. Nothing 
satisfactory was elicited, however, by it, save 
that 30 gallons of whisky were found in their 
possession, but last week Moore confessed that 
he and his confederates had set the place on fire. 
He gave as their reason that Mr. Cariwell 
had ejected from one of his houses the mother 
of the Ramseys, because she was unable to pay 
the rent. The confession threw the denizens of 
Uniontown into a state of excitement, and 
threats of mob violence were made last Sunday 
night. The officers secretly took the negroes 
to Morganfield, the county-seat of Union County, 
which is situated about 10 miles back of Union- 
town, and there confined them in the cells of the 
County Jail, but, as no excitement was felt for a 
day or two, it was thought the feeling aroused in 
the county by the contession had died out. Al- 
though the transportation of the prisoners had 
been kept remarkably quiet, the act leaked out, 
and served to renew the feeling which had been 
aroused by the confession of the negroes. 

On Tuesday night, between 2 and 3 o'clock, a 
party of about fifty men, mounted on horses, 
and with black masks concealing their faces, en- 
tered Morganfield from the road leading from 
Umontown. They were under the guidance of a 
leader, who seemed to rule with despotic sway 
over the mob, and whose commands were im- 

slicitly obeyed by each member of the party. 

hey rode immediately to the jail, and afew 
quietly entered tbe jail-yard. he jailer was 
aroused, and to his inquiries they replied they 
hed a prisoner from Caseyville whom they 
wished toplace in his care. The keeper of the 
keys then opened the door, and a portion of the 
mob rushed into the jail, but before tbe jailer 
could ssy a word, several revolvers were placed 
at hie head, with the injunction that if he raised 
a voice he would be shot. While some of the 
maskers guarded the jailer, others remained 
mounted outside, keeping watch that they were 
not interfered with. The leader and one or two 
others then took from the jailer his keys, and 
commenced to search in the cells for ‘the 
Ramsey bovs” and Moore. The former were 
found together in one cell asleep, while Moore 
was found reposing on a pallet in another cell. 
The negroes were gruffly aroused from their 
sleep aud told to come along. In fear and 
trembling, uncertain as to the meaning of this 
untimely disturbance, they got up, and began to 
realize with awakening sense that they were the 
victims of a mob. ‘lhe poor negroes were con- 
ducted from their cells to the crowd outside and 
mounted upon one of the horses, and then led 
by the maskers to the altar of sacrifice. A few 
were left to guard the dismayed jailer, who saw 
from their actions that they were in earnest. Tae 
mob went toa wood about @ quarter of a mile | 
from Morganfield, and undera big tree near the 
roadside they stopped. While on the a 
and in the jailyard, not a word was spoken, but 
here the silence was broken. A torch was light- 
ed, which threw its lurid glare upon the surround- 
ings, revealing terror in the faces of 
the captive negroes, whose groans formed a 
strange contrast to the mirthful talk and loud 
laughter of some of the masked men. Without 
any ceremony three ropes were thrown over the 
limb of the tree, and the leader then demanded 
of the negroes confession of their guilt, which 
was freely eiven, and even without time to mut- 
ter a prayer the ropes were placed around thoir 
necks, and in less time than it takes to tel! it 
they were suspended by a portion of the mob, 
and the other ends of the ropes tied to trees. 
The lights were ‘hastily extinguished, and 
mounting their steeds, the place was de- 
serted, the awful silence being only broken, 
it is supposed, by the noise of the contortions of 
the victims of this terrible outrage. After the 
jailer was released he gave the alarm, but the 
sentiment of the citizens wasin favor of the 
mob, which none dared to oppose. On Wednes- 
day morning the bodies of the colored men were 
cut down and placed in boxes, and taken to Un- 
iontown, where they were buried. The Ram- 
secys were young men, aged about 20 and 24, re- 
spectively, and were the sons of an old colored 
man who owned a farm back of Uniontown. Both 
were bard cages, although the youngest, George 
tamsey, was believed to be innocent. Moore 
was about 25, and had not been long in that 
neighborhood. Up to yesterday morning the 
rreatest excitement reigned in Union County, 
but no arrests were made. The mob was be- 
lieved to have been from Uniontown, but whe it 
was composed of is not known. 
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RECORD OF MINOR CRIMES, 
AUDACIOUS ROBBERS.

When they got 
bim at a favorable place for their purpose, one 
of them pulled out a pistol and demanded his 
money or his life. Myers had on his person be- 
tween $300 and 2409, which he handed over to 
save his life. Having secured their booty, the 
robbers tied Myers to a tree, where he remained 
for several hours before he was discovered. No 
clew to these daring robberies has been got.

New Elevator Facailities—Accused of 
Forging a Power ef Attorney—The 
Mcllrath Suits. 

Special Lnapatch te The Chicago Tribune, 

St. Pauu, Minn., Dec. 5.—The new elevator 
here is nearly completed, and will commence 
business next week. It has a storage capacity 
of half a million bushels, divided into sixty- 
eight bins. It fronts on Third street, just above 
Bridge square. Wagon business isto be taken 
from Third street without elevating, and the 
railroad and boat business from the rear on 
Levee street. Seven leading banks of the city 
and six principal business houses are united in 
this elevator, which is the first building in St. 
Paul designed for the reception of grain from 
wagons, farmers of the neighborhood having 
before taken their wheat to Stillwater, Minne- 
apolis, Cannon Falls, and Hastings. {t is re- 
ported that the banks interested have agreed 
to accept the receipts of this elevator 
as security for loans at banking rates, and the 
projectors anticipate from this beginning that 
St. Paul will become the first wheat market of 
the State. 

In the Grant-Brosseau case, where one partner 
accuses the other of forging a power of attorney, 
the evidence of the State against Brosseau, sub- 
mitted to-day, appears conclusive of guilt. but 
the case was continued till Saturday next, when 
the evidence for the defense will be presented. 
The evidence so far shows that one Jo Camp- 
bell, a half-breed, was emploved by the firm to 
purchase powers of attorneys from half-breeds 
to sell land-scrip, to which they were entitled 
under the Chippewa treaties, and that he visited 
different reservations and Indian camps for that 
purpose. Some of the fraudulent sorip was dis- 
covered by the Congressional Commissioners in- 
vestigating the subject three years ago, and may 
have originated from this practice, but evidence 
80 far does not disclose anvthing of that kind. 
The alleged forgery, according to the evidence 
of the prosecution, was a part of the signatures 
to one power of attorney and all of another. 

Papers were served this afternoon upon ex- 
Auditor Melirath in the suit of the State, by 
Attorney-General Wilson, to recover #94,000, the 
alleged difference between the collections made 
by MclIirath on pine stumpage on Btate 
lands, and the amounts -therefor paid into 
the State Treasury by him, except that #1,800 is 
claimed op account of interest received by Mc- 
Ilrath on Missouri bonds alleged to have been 
purchased and held with the State funds. This 
suit is in pursuance of directions by Gov. Davis, 
when the report of the Senate Investigating 
Committee was submitted to him last summer, 
Mclirath is also held to answer to criminal in- 
dictments by the Grand Jury of Ramsey County, 
on charges based on the same allegations. The 
indictments found against him for not giving 
bonds as requir by law, for his third 
and last terms of oflice were demurred 
to, and the dewurrers sustained on the ground of 
being void by the statute of limitations. Mcll- 
rath’s personal friends profess strong faith in 
his ability to clear himself, so faras intention 
of wrong-doing is concerned, and assert that, 
though the State may have been defrauded, he 
was neither a sharer of the profits or had knowl- 
edge of the fraudulent transactions, which were, 
they sav, between the lumbermen and the ex- 
plorers employed by ‘the State Laad-Vepart- 
ment.

Judgments Against a County Col- 
lector.

adjournment, entered three judgments, ag- 

regating $2,514.36, against William Gaither, 
ate Treasurer and ex-officio Collector of Taze- 
well County, and his sureties.

Mr. Gaither 
drow $2,500 a year as Treasurer, and retained 
ail the fees received by him as Collector,—olaim- 
ing them upon the theory that the offices of 
Treasurer and Collecter were separate and dis- 
tinct, and that neither the Legislature nor the 
Loard had fixed any compensation for the Col- 
lector. Three suits were bronght upon his 
bonds, to recover the amounts thus retained, 
with the result as stated above.

Disasters for 1874. 

The Milwaukee Wisconsin, in its annual resume of 
lake marine disasters for 1874, gives the following 
statistics: “The disasters of ali kinds during the season 
just closed were 1,251, major and minor, against 1,818 
last year. The estimated damage to property foots up 
$3,031,700, against $3,976,000 in 1873, a falling off of 
$944, 300. This, in view of the fact that the tonnage 
afloat in 1874 was greater than in 1873, might appear 
surprising were it not for the fact tnat the past season 
was one of the dullest ever experienced in the history 
of lake navigation, and in consequence a large amount 
of tonnage was laid up during the two most diastrous 
months, October and November, Last year the losses 
in October footed up nearly twice the amount of any 
other month of the season, viz: §$1,407,00), 
This year November makes the largest show- 
ing, viz: $968,000, and, had it not been that 
so many vessele were in winter quarters, 
there is no telling what point the figures would have 
reached, In our estimation no more boisterous month 
has been experienced since the memorable November 
of 1869, when the shores of Lakes Huron and Michi- 
gan were fairly lined with vessels and valuable car- 
goes, and insurance companies staggered to the verge 
of ruin under the burden of their losses. An enumer- 
ation of the loss of life during the year, given also in 
this issue, shows the number to have been 243, against 
271 in 1873, and 219 in 1872. In this respect the rec- 
ord, very unfortunately, is against 1874, The number 
of vesseis of all descriptions, steam and sail, that have 
gone out of existence during the year is 66, or two less 
than in 1873. The tonnage of these vessels foots up 
15,915, against 19,914 tons in 1873,—a difference of 
nearly 4,000 tons in favor of 1873. As the number lost 
in both seasons is nearly equal, it will be seen that the 
vessels which have gone out of exisience this year were 
chiefly of a small and inferior class, although several 
of the largest and finest vessels on the lakes are em- 
braced in the list,”

MEETING OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES. 

The Board of Trustees of Lake met in session 
Saturday afternoon, with all present. 

In response to the call of the Board for. bids 
for first-rate Joliet gravel, several were read and 
referred. John McCaffery offered it for $2 per 
cublic yard; Clybourn, Werner & Co. at $2.10 
per cubic yard, delivered on the Great Eastern 
Road, and at $1.85 delivered on the Chicago, 
Rock Island & Pacific Railroad. Bills to the 
total amount of $1,426.69 were allowed, and 
ordered to be paid. 

The Committee on Finance submitted a report 


relative to certain delta and obligations of the 
town which should be provided tor and paid. 
Among tbe debts referred to are those incurred 
by the expenses for the wacer-works, fire-alarm 
telegraph, hose, hose-houses, and carts, hy- 
drants, etc. They reported that the Town Treas- 
urer was unable to give a correct statement of 
the condition of the finances of the town tilla 
final settlement had been made with the County 
Treasurer, and, as the towo cannot rely upon 
the collection of taxes for 1874 to meet 
the present demands, no fund having been pro- 
vided inthe levy of 1873, they recommended 
that the town negotiate a loan and issues the 
bonds of the town for these purposes, the bonds 
to be payable ip two years after date. 

The recommenda:ions of the Committee were 
approved, and a resolution introduced to issue 
bonds to the nominal amount of $35,000 
in denominations of $1,000 each, payable 
in two years, bearing interest at the rate of 10 
percent per an .m. The President and Clerk 
were instructed to sign the bonds, and attach 
the corporate seal thereto. It was further re- 
solved that the Presideot appoint a committee 
forthe purpose of negotiating said bonds in 
behalf of the town. The mesting then ad-

JUSTICES AND CONSTABLES. 


“List of Those Legally Officiating in 
Cook County. 
The following list contains the names of al! 
the Justicesof the Peace, Police Magistrates, 
and Constables officiating in Cook County 
Those whose names are not here mentioned, and 
who represent themselves as such Officials, are 
frauds and acting without authority, except in 
one or two of the outside towns, where there 
are two or three only who hold over, The 
term of office of each Justice and Magistrate 
expires May 7, 1577, except in the City of Chi- 
cago, where the positions are filled by appoint- 
ment bythe Governor of the State, upon the 


recommendation of the several Judges of the 
Circuit Court. Their terms will expire April, 
1875. The Constables all hold their positions by 
virtue of election, and their terms will, one and 
all, expire May 7, 1877. There has been con- 
siderable trouble arising of late through certain 
persons representing themselves to be Con- 
stables who were not, and this can be avoided in 
the future by reference to this list:

The New Freight Tariff of the Balti- 
more & Ohio Road. 


Its Demoralizing Effect on the Com- 
bination of Eastern Roads, _ 


The Free-Pass System---Reduc- 
tion of Sleeping-Car 
Charges. 


BALTIMORE & OH'O FREIGHT RATES. 


THEIR EFFECT ON THE SARATOGA COMBINATION. 

There is trouble brewing among the railroads 
belonging to the Saratoga combination. Instead 
of seeing allthe roads in the country united 
into one grand offensive and defensive organiza- 
tion, there is now a prospect that within a short 
time all of them will be at loggerheads, ani 
eompetition will be livelier than ever. All the 
benefits, however, that have been promised to 
the public by the combination will be obtained 
through the independence and the good sense of 
a few leading roads, such asthe Grand Trunk, 
Baltimore & Ohio, and Illinois Central. Had it 
not been for the Managers of these lines, the 
rates the coming winter would have been made 
excessively high, as this was the sole object or 
the combination. That such was their intent is 
shown by the fact that on the let they raised the 
rates to all points East 5 cents per 100 pounds. 
Not thinking this raise was sufficient, they 
decided at a meeting held a few days ago at 
Indianapolis to make a further raise. Hereto- 
fore the charge on fourth-class aod grain has 
alwavs been the same. But the Commissioners 
in their wisdom decided that fourth-class could 


stand more than grain, and therefore decided 
to make, after the 14th of this month, the 
rate on fourth-class freights 5 eents higher 

er hundred, which would be 50 cents to New 
Vork. and 45 cents to Baltimore. When they 
took this action they labored under the delusion 
that the Baltimore & Ohio would lay no obstacles 
in their way, but conform in the main witb their 
ideas. Bat never were they more sadly mistaken 
than when they calculated thus. While they 
were considering the best wav of squeezing as 
much as possible out of the public, the Managers 
of the Baltimore & Ohio, with an eve to beve- 
fiting Baltimore as well as Chicago at the ex- 
pense of New York, decided that it would serve 
their interests mucb better by adhering to the 
cheap rates in vogue during the summer months.

THE FREE-PASS RETORM 
is also doomed to go the way of all other railroad 
reforms. The resolutions recently passed by the 
Western Railroad Managers are inoperative, as 
it was specially agreed tnat they should not go 
into effect unless adopted by all other ruads not 
present at the meeting. And, as the Illino's 
Central refuses to sign the agreement, it falls 
necessarily to the ground. The Managers of the 
lilinoiws Central refuse to sign the agreement 
because in every instance when any of their 
rivals violated the agreement it was claimed 
that ther had done it first. They are sick, they 
claim, of these criminations and recriminations. 
By pot siguing any agreements they can- 
not violate them. This road, like the Balti- 
more & Ohio, will hereafter act independently 
on all questions, and try to manage its own af- 
fairs to the best of ite ability. The roads be- 
longing to the combination feel very sore about 
tois, and the Managers of two of the leading 
Eastern lines informed a TRIBUNE reporter yes- 
terday that they would, after this, give passes to 
whomsoever they saw fit. The Illinois Central 
has also entered upon & warfare against one of 
the worst monopolies in existence, and for 
which it will receive the universal thanks of the 
public. It is a well-kuown fact that 
THE SLEEPING-CARS 
on most of the roads are owned by the Puilman 
Palace-Car Compaty. The exorbitant charges 
on these cars have often been the theme of dis- 
cussion, but no reduction was effected. The 
Illinois Central, which owns its own sleeping- 
cars, has now put forth its edict, and 
announced that hereafter the charges on their 
line at least shall be greatly reduced. Hereto- 
fure $2 has been the charge for a single berth to 
St. Louis, buat the Illinois Central hereafter 
charges but $1.50 for a double berth. The Chi- 
cago & Alton, which 1s a rival to the Illinois Cen- 
tral, and runs Pullman cars, is, of course, great- 
ly affected by this action, andthe anagers de- 
clare that Mr. Pallman shall come down to the 
same figure as their rival line. Negotiations are 
now in progress by which a general reduction 
in sleeping-car rates will shortiy be made. 

From the above it can easily be seen that the 
combination which was born amid so much her- 
aldry and flourish is doomed to die an igaomin- 
ous death before long.

MISCELLAN=OUS, 
RAILROAD AID BONDS, 

In September, 1870, Judge Heaton, of the Ogle 
County Cireuit Court, granted an injunction re- 
straining the Supervisors of the Town of Fiagg, 
in Ogle County, from issuing bonds to the 
amount of $50,000, voted by the said town to 
aidin the construction of the Chicago & Iowa 
Railroad. The Supervisors then in office having 
been retired, an amended bill has been prepared 
by the municipal authorities to have the injunc- 
tion continued and extended so as to restrain the 
present Supervisors from issuing the said bonds. 
By change of venue the case has been sent 
to Stephenson County Circuit Court. It will 
come before Judge Brown at Freeport to-day or 


| o-morrow. Tae vote donating the $50,000 was 


a close one. Ont of the 435 votes cast there 
were only nine majority for the donation. 
Several votes are alleged to have been given by 
minors and non-residents, more than sufficient 
to defeat the proposed aid. The complainants 
make some strong points, alleging undue in- 
fluence and illegal procedure, which, in con- 
nection with the fact that the special act under 
which the aid was voted has since been declared 
unconstitutional, renders the authorities confi- 
dent of gaining their petition. 
SUIT AGAINST THE NORTHWESTERN. 

Three suits have been instituted against the 
Chicago & Northwestern Railway Company in 
DeKalb County, by the State’s Attorney, for al- 
leged violation of the law regarding the receiv- 
ing, delivering, and carrying of grain. Seo. 2 
of the said law requires railroad companies to 
provide at all stations which have shipped 50,000 
bushels of grain during the previous year, suit- 
able scales for the weighing of such grain. The 

enalty attached to neglect or rer is a fine of 

100 for each and every day the Company neg- 
lects to put in the scales, together 
with all the costs of prosecution, in- 
cluding attorney's fees. One suit is 
aimed at Cortland Station. It happensthat the 
total shipments at that station for the past year 
amount to much less than 50,000 bushels, hence 
the prosecution will fail. The factain the case 
are that two or three shippers, resident at Syca- 
more—a lively town 3 or 4 miles north of Cort- 
land, and which is connected with the Northwes- 
tern Railway by a little local railway—wanted 
this latter Company to put in scales at Sycamore, 
where the shipments largely exceed 50,000 bush- 
els. The Svcamore Company declined to incur 
the expense, claiming that the Northwestern 
Company got the greatest benefit from these 
shipments, and onght therefore to put in the 
scales at Cortland. The matter was laid before 
the Board of Supervisors. Counsel was ob- 
tained, and, asa result, three suits were insti- 
tuted,—at Cortland, DeKalb, and Malta. Tne 
statute was approved April 25, 1871, and these 
are the first suits brought under its provisions. 

LUMBER FREIGHTS. 

The Managers of the Michigan Central Rail- 
road have just issned the foll wing circular, 
showing under which rules the Company will 
hereafter transport iumber aad other forest 
products: 

On and after Dec, 1, and until further notice, lum- 
ber, lath, shingles, staves, and other forest products, 
in car loads, will be transported by this Company un- 
der the following rules; 

The minimum weight of a car load will be 20,000 
The. Oars loaded with not to exceed 22,009 Ihe will be 
—— at car rates, same as for 20,000 Ibs; excess of 
22, ibs and up to 24,000 Iba, will be charged the 
regular rate per hundred, and the weight in excess of 
24,000 Ibs will be charged at once and one-half the rate 
per hundred Ibs. For exampie, if the rate per 100 Ibs 
is 15 cents, 22,000 fhe will be carried at $30.00 ; 23,000 
Ihe will be carried at $31.50; 24,000 Ibs will be earried 
at $53.00; 25,000 lbs will be carried at $35.25, 

Cars loaded in excess of 25,000 Ibe will pot be trans- 

rted, 

Petite rule applies on all lumber, eto., from the 
Chisago & Michigan Lake Shore Ralliroad, or any 
station on Main or Air Line, and all branches of this 
road (except on shipments contracted to points east of 
Detroit at tarougb rates per 10u fs).

SUITS AGAINST THE LAKE SHORE RAILROAD com- 

PANY FOR UNPAID TAXES. 

(Dec. 4) Liapatch w& the 
Trioune. 

A rumor was curreot in Washington this after- 
noon to the effect that the Commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenue was preparing to begin suite 
agaiust the Lake Shore & ;Michigan Railroad 
Company for $160,000, unpaid taxes upon the 
surplus earnings of that road. Inquiry at the 
office of the Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
confirms the report to a certain extent. The Spe- 
cial Agentsof the Department have been for some 
time engaged in investigating the cordition of 
several roadsin the West, and bave found an ap- 
parent difference of from $150,000 to $160,000 in 
the taxes due the Government on the surplus 
earnings of the Lake Shore & Michigan South- 
ern. So far as the agents have prosecuted their 
inquiry, it does not appear whether this differ- 
ence is sim»ly one of bookkeeping, which may be 
explained without attributigg any fraud to the 
management of the road, or whether the 
taxes have actually been withheld. In 
regard to further proceedings against the same 
road for another and larger sum, the Bureau de- 
clines to give any definite information at present, 
but there seems to be good reason for supposing 
that the rumor that such proceedings are con- 
templated is not entirely without foundation. 
The Treasury Agents have aiso been overlooking 
the management of four other railroads in the 
West, and have discovered an apparent deficiency 
of taxes amounting in the aggregate to $150,000 
distributed among the four. Their investiga- 
tions are still incomplete.

LOCAL. 

The Great Western Telegraph matter wae set- 
tled Saturday by Judge Williams, who ordered 
the leasing of a portion of the lines to the At- 
lantic & Pacific Company.

WASHINGTON. 
The President's message will be sent to both 
Houses of Coogress to-day at 1 o'clock p. m. 


In the gossip of the day is the threat that 
some Senators will oppose the confirmation of 
Gov. Jewell as Postmaster-General. The cause 
of this persoaa! hostility is the fearlessness and 
independence which have characterized the ad- 
ministration of Gov, Jewell. He has found it 
necessary, in some of the numerous changes 
which be bas made in the Post-Oilfice service, to 
remove the favorites of several Senators from 
office, and to seriously interfere with some im- 
portant political projects ; but there is no prob- 
ability of any serious attempt to defeat his con- 
firmation. 


The Washington hotels are crowded with Con- 
gressmen, and the city begins to assume the ap- 
pearance of session-time. The result of the 
elections constitutes the main topic of discussion, 
and almost every Congressman has his own 
views of the causes of tbe Republican defeat. 
The members are scarcely more united in their 
forecasts of the probapilities of the session. 
Some claim that the closing months of the Forty- 
third Congress will be very busy ones, and that 
much unwise legislation will be attempted. They 
argue that the House, by a large num- 
ber of outgoing members, will be one of 
the grab-and-run sort. The remarkable 
number of the noted characters in the lobby 
ze coloring to these suggestions.

and, which is something remarkable so 
early in the winter, and it is observed some of 
the noted women who were widely known in 
Johnson's time as successful lobbyists, and who 
have pot been seen in Washington for some 
years, have already taken up their winter quar- 
ters at the Capital.

LOUISIANA,

is, that the Senate cannot seat him without rec- 
ognizing the validity of the Kellogg Govern- 
—_ and, as the House has already recognized 
the Kellogg Government by seating three Re- 
publicans, Congress would have fully recognized 
the Kellogg vernment, and the expected 
revolution of McEnery would be defeated. 
The Kellogg people have no special love for 
Piochback, but would be glad to make use of 
him as the means whereby the complete recog- 
nition of the Kellogg Government can be se- 
eured. 


FOREIGN. 

The Russian Government has sent notes to 
various Powers inviting them to participate in 
the Conference to be beid in 8t. Petersburg to 
resume discussion of the questions submitted 
to the Conference lately held at Brussels. 


There was an exciting debate in the German 
Reichstag Saturday, upon the estimates of the 
Foreign Office. Bismarck, in the eourse of de- 
bate, said Germany recognized the Pope as the 
head of the Catholic Church, but required no le- 

ation at the Vatican. If negotiations with the 

ope were necessary, they could be conducted 
through the Ambassador to Italy. 80 long as 
the = — the Catholic clergy to break the 
laws of the States in which they lived, diplomat- 
ic relatious between himseif and Germany were 
useless. 


The National Assembly engaged in an excitin 
debate Friday and Saturday on a bill su rted 
by the clerical Deputies for freeing the Univer- 
sity from the oontrol of the State. 6 principal 
speakers were Bishop Dupaocloup, Legitimuist, 
and Chalemon La Cour, Radical Deputy for 
Bouches du Rhone. Bishop Dupanlop, in the 
course of his remarks, passionately declared 
that danger to society was to be apprehended 
from the friends of those who favored the shoot- 
ing of the Archbishop of Paris. This remark 
occasioned a great tumalt in the Chamber. Upon 
the restoration of order Chalemon La Cour re- 
torted upon momegy, bape im a speech of 
great bitterness. He said he left such personal- 
ities to the judgment of honest men, and those 
who had some regard left for the dignity of the 
French Episcopate. Upon the conclusion of the 
discussion, the bill passed its second reading by 
a vote of 553 against 133. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 
The funeral of Mayor Havemeyer, of New 
York, took place Saturday.

A protest against the proposed Reciprocity 
Treaty with Canada is about to be issued by the 
National Wool-Growers’ Association. 


After weeks of consultations and conferences, 
the Pittsburg puddlers and iron manufacturers 
bave come to a dead-lock, and the puddlers have 
thrown down the gauntlet and inaugurated a 
strike. Over 100,000 workmen are thus tarown 
out of employment.
